Offer Cholesterol 


Level Screenings 

The Garrett County 
Health Department will offer 
cholesterol screening begin- 
ning in January, it was an- 
nounced this week. Aware- 
ness of cholesterol level is 
important because an el 
evated blood cholesterol level 
has been shown to be a major 
risk factor for coronary heart 
disease, according to Dr. Rex 
Archer, Garrett County 
Health Officer 

“An analysis of death cer- 
tificates shows that more 
Garrett County residents die 
from cardiovascular diseases 
than any other cause,” stated 
Dr. Archer, who continued, 
“Every adult should have his 
or her blood cholesterol level 
checked at least once every 
five years. It is important to 
be aware of an elevated blood 
cholesterol level and to take 
action to reduce it to a 
healthier range 

“For each one percent re 
duction in blood cholesterol, 
the risk of having a heart 
attack is reduced two per- 
cent. Thus, a 25 percent re 
duction in blood cholesterol 
(for example from 280 mg/dl 
to 210 mg/dl) will cut a per- 
sons chance of having a heart 
attack in half,” Archer added 

The degree of risk has 
divided into three 
groups: 200 mg/dl or lower 
low risk; 200-239 mg/dl - bor 
derline risk, and 240 mg/dl 
or greater - high risk 

Anyone whose results are 
greater than 200 mg/dl will 
be counseled on diet changes 
or reduce fat and cholesterol 
intake. The results of all tests 
will be the 
ticipant’s physician

“Well, I really couldn't get a 
job in television,” she explains 
“When I left ‘Three's Compa 
ny’ with that contract dispute 
it got so blown out of propor 
tion that none of the three net- 
works would touch me. I real 
ized what was happening I 
completely left television, and 
I went off and just pursued my 
nightclub career and made 
that real successful.” 

She did do occasional televi 
sion. “I did four Suzanne 
Somers specials, and I did a 
miniseries Holly wood 
Wives,’ " she says. “But any 
time I would do a pilot, even if 
it was a good pilot, there was 
all this fear about was I going 
to be trouble.” 

It's a reputation she feels 
she never deserved. “My con 
tract was up, and I renegotiat 


ed,” she says. “They didn't like 
what I asked for, but that's 
what negotiation is. They nev 
er countered. I was just out 
What I learned later on was 
that they wanted to make an 
example of somebody who was 
real big in television.” 

Looking back, though, she 
doesn't feel it was the worst 
thing that ever happened to 
her. She points out that it led to 
a successful nightclub career 
and to “Keeping Secrets,” her 
autobiography about growing 
up with an alcoholic parent 

“I don't know if I ever would 
have scrambled this hard had I 
been able to smugly stay put in 
a network, prime-time, hit se 
ries,” she says. “So I'm glad it 
happened. But there were 
some hard times there.” 

She claims that she knew 
right away that “Step by Step” 
was going to break her 11-year 
network jinx. “I walked on to 
the set, and I could smell it,” 
she says. “It was the same way 
I felt when I walked on the 
Three's Company’ set.” 

The biggest surprise so far 
has come from her co-star. “I 
didn't expect Patrick Duffy to 
be funny,” she says, then 
laughs. “I know it's strange 
that I would go into a comedy 
not expecting that.

November milk production was about one percent 
below a year ago, the seventh monthly decline in a row 
The trend reflects the negative outlook for milk prices 


Cow numbers are on the decline with milk per cow 
increasing. The inability of Washington to make any 
progress on the dairy problem has some producers 
realizing that prices are likely to swing lower when milk 
production increases again this spring. November 
manufacturing grade milk prices averaged $12.92 per 
cwt, more than $2 above last year’s November price 
Prices typically increase in December and then slide 
lower, reaching a bottom sometime in the spring. Over 
the last three years, this slide has averaged about $1.50 
per cwt. Producers will need to keep belts tightened and 
operationsrunning efficiently. Also expect to be squeezed 
by higher feed prices 
Dwarf Pearl Millet Pasture For Sheep 

When making your plans for crops this coming spring, 
you may want to consider planting some Dwarf Pearl 
Millet for summer grazing. This forage does very wel! in 
the heat of summer. It contains around 18 percent crude 
protein with an average of 65 percent TDN. The millet 
should be planted around mid-May and grazing should 
begin around the first of July

Edwards To Push 
For Shorter Gen. 
Assembly Session 


With the commencement 
of the 1992 Maryland 
Genera] Assembly this week 
District 1-A Delegate George 
Edwards that he 
will be co-sponsoring a bill to 
shorten the number of days 
the assembly is in session 
from 90 to 60 days 

Edwards explained that, 
with all the work being done 
by legislators during the 
interim months, he believes 
the 90 days allowed for the 
general session are unneces- 
sary. "It’s one way of 
downsizing government and 
making it more efficient,” he 
said 

Edwards also noted that 
shortening the session would 
save the state money in 
terms of wages to part-time 
employees, such as support 
staff, and in utility bills 

The bill, he said, would 
allow for an exception during 
sessions that immediately 
follow a new term 

When Edwards was asked 
if he felt the bill 
receive a favorable review 
from the legislature, he 
indicated that other legisla- 
tors reportedly have similar 
concerns, and that variations

Edwards also reported 
that he supports a proposal 
to implement a “workfare 
program in the state that 
would mandate "able-bodied" 
welfare recipients to move 
back into the work force and

Not only will this 
program save the state -- the 
taxpayers -- money, it also 
instills the work ethic in 
people who are continually 
on welfare,” said Edwards 
adding that the idea would 
be to put people to work for 
the government, not private 
enterprise, the federal,

The state of Michigan is 
currently experimenting with 
the program, and Edward 
said he thinks it is working 
there. The details of the 
proposal would have to 


worked out with the Mary 
land Department of Human 
Resources, among other 
agencies, he noted 


Edwards then indicated 
that the three biggest issues 
facing the legislature this 
year would be the budget, 
redistricting and health care 


When asked about the 
issue of growth control in 
Maryland (a controversial 
and renowned issue during 
last year’s session) Edwards 
replied, ‘I'd be surprised if 
you see a whole lot of any- 
thing in that area, although 
there may be a few proposals 
introduced.” He added that 
legislators have been concen- 
trating recently on defining 
and determining sensitive 
areas 

Edwards noted that the 
session might produce a law 
that would require local 
jurisdictions to update their 
land use or zoning plans on 
a regular basis

Sanitary Commission Status Concerns 
County Officials; Members Frustrated 


The autonomous status of 
the Garrett County Sanitary 
District was the topic of 
discussion over the past 
week among three county 
agencies -- The Garrett 
County Board of County 
Commissioners, The Garrett 
County Sanitary Commission 
and the Garrett County 
Planning Commission -- and 
members of the Sanitary 
Commission were seeking a 
resolution to the issue at a 
meeting held with the com- 
missioners Tuesday 

Along with Garrett Coun- 
ty Sanitary District Adminis- 
trator Wendell Beitzel, three 
members of the Sanitary 
Commission asked the com- 
missioners for feedback con- 
cerning criticism recently 
leveled at them -- personally 
and professionally and 
explained their decision- 
making process as “fair and 
equitable,” according to 
member Ben Rosenthal 

Dorothy Leuba, chairper- 
son of the Sanitary Commis- 
sion, told the commissioners 
that she and other members 
of the commission are "very 
frustrated and upset.” 

Leuba explained that she 
has and does serve on vari- 
ous boards but she has never 
been exposed to the level of 
“harassment” she has dealt 
of the 


with as a member 
Sanitary Commission. "My 
integrity has been ques- 


tioned and | have even been 
accused of operating outside 
of the law.” 

She continued, "If the 
county commissioners can 
run the Sanitary Commis- 
sion any better, fine. If not, 
let us do our work. Frankly,

financially audited by the 
same auditors used by the 
commissioners. In addition, a 
representative from the 
county commissioners has 
always been invited to at- 
tend our meetings but no 
one has ever come.” 

Rosenthal then stated, "If 
there’s been an oversight in 
accountability, it’s been on 
the part of the county com- 
missioners, and not the 
Sanitary Commission. We 
think the accusations have 
been made without substan 
tiation of the facts.” He add- 
ed that the members of the 
commission have, at times, 
not been given the opportu- 
nity to respond to criticism, 
because they read about it or 
hear it through the media 

Groves, however, stated 
that, “apparently there are 
relationship problems be- 
cause three Mtn 
Lake Park, Loch Lynn and 
Kitzmiller -- have continually 
lobbied the commissioners to 
bring the Sanitary Commis 
sion under the control of 
county government

"Pennsylvania Farm Show"

The noise was deafening; 
the lights were bright; and 
the temperaturecontinued to 
rise as my friends and I ner- 
vously stood in acircle wait- 
ing for the music to start.

I was one of the youngest 


steps and becoming familiar 
with the calls, the 
male members of our team 
(with the help of our leaders) 
had made our fancy dresses 
theaprons andruffled panta 
loons worn with them, and 
matching neck scarves and 
handkerchiefs for our part 
ners 

As the music started, we 
danced and we danced, and 
at the end of the contest, our 
number was announced as 
one of the first-place winners 
inthe youth category, award 
ing us all big blue ribbons to 
take home. The team stayed 
together, and we repeated this 
blue-ribbon performance for 
two more years, but it was a 
few years later after | was 
married that I hadthe oppor 
tunity to watch the square 
dance contest from high in 
the arena. Only then was | 
able tosee and appreciate the 
moving rainbow of color the 
dance teams formed on the 
arena floor, and 1 was proud 
that I had oncebeen a part of 
it all. 

Since those early years, 
January has always meant 
“Farm Show” to me. I re- 
member that Farm Show 
meantcold, cold weather. We 
would begin our four-hour 
drive from Greensburg about 
4 a.m. Usually it would be 
cold, but there would be no 
snow on the ground, How- 
ever, as we climbed the moun-

tains toward Somerset, that 
all changed. Sometimes we 
stopped in Somerset for break 
fast. Usually though, we got 
on the Pa. turnpike and didn't 
make a pitstop until we were 
well on our way to Harris 
burg 

In those days, the only 
concessionaire on the turn 
pike was the Howard John 
son restaurant chain. One of 
those stops was especially 
exciting. There was arestau- 
ranton each side of the turn- 
pike, and atunnel ran under 
the roadconnecting the two 
There was no reason for us to 
cross over to the other side, 
but we always found an ex- 
cuse justto walk through the 
tunnel 

Asourbus pulled into one 
of these rest stops, it was not 
unusual! to see other friends 
and neighbors, like Boyd 
Wolff, now Pennsyl!vania Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, travel- 
ing toor from the Farm Show. 

The Farm Show building 
itself is impressive. One of 
the largest indoor exhibit 
areas under one roof, the 
building has withstood sev- 
eral floods from the 
Susquehanna River which 
runs next to it, and there are 
marks on the wal] complete 
with dates showing just how 
high the water was at vari- 
ous times 

Another of my most vivid 
Farm Showimpressions was 
the “sea of blue” that sur- 
rounded useverywhere. That 
“sea of blue” being the FFA 
jackets worn by members 
from hundreds of schools at- 


tending. The Farm Show is 
still a popular field trip for 
FFA chapters, even those here 
in our area. 1 remember at 
tending the Farm Show in 
1976, just before our family 
moved to Garrett County, and 
being surprised to see a large 
exhibit by North Garrett 
FFA 

Howard and | attended 
his first Farm Show the year 
after we were married. He 
was working for a farm ma- 
chinery dealer at the time, 
which gave me a whole new 
view of the Farm Show. I had 
never paid much attention to 
the machinery before, butnow 
we spend a lotoftime looking 
at all the machinery, crop 
and dairy exhibits 

As our children came 
along, we continued to at- 
tend the Farm Show. With 
one child this only meant a 
stroller androutine supplies 
But with two, andthen three 
kids, the trip became more of 
a marathon. The year our 
daughter was five, our oldest 
son was a year-and-a-half and 
our youngest son was five 
months old, we took their big 
red wagon and pulled them 
around al] day 

My memory isn't clear as 
to the year, or which of our 
sons it was (and I'm sure the 
boys wouldn't want me to tel! 
you which of them it was) 
but while looking for aspotto 
makeone ofthose emergency 
changes babies require, | 
found some bales of straw at 
the end of the cattle barn 
While making the change 
the baby and! were suddenly

DON'T FORGET 
THE BENEFITS 
January 12, 1992 


Background Scripture: 

Psalms 103 
Devotional Reading: 

Psalms 146 

Today in rummaging 
through my credit card com 
pany file, 1 found a statement 
from a particular credit card 
outlining the various benefits 
available to Lhose who use their 
excess collision loss/ 
damage insurance for car rent 
als, "Buyers Security" for acci 
dental damage, fire and theft 
on anything within 90 days of 
the purchase date, extended 
warranty on all purchases 
guaranteed travel insurance, 
ready cash, and even frequent 
flyer points of a particular air 
line. “Don't forget your ben 
efits!" the brochure advised 

Actually, that is pretty good 
advice for me. I'm not a big 
user of credit cards and | tend 
to forget that there are more 
benefits than simply establish 
ing credit to rent a car or book 
a hotel room. The same is true 
of my relationship with God 
When things are going pretty 
well with my life, I tend to 
forget about "all His benefits.” 
it is only when | am in some 
diffici.'"y, whether imposed 
from without or within, that I 
am reminded what God does 
for me personally. What are 
those benefits? The Psalmist 
lists them 

who forgives all your in- 
iquity, 

who heals all your dis- 
eases, 

who redeems your life 
from the Pit, 

who satisfies you with 
good as long as you live 

so that your youth is re- 
newed like the eagle's 

VERY PERSONAL 

No credit card company, no 
self-help program, no product 
on the market, no club or asso 
{fers me that kind ofa 
I've got a great thing go 
ing here and I need to remind 


card 








myself and join the Psalmist in 
singing: “Bless the Lord, O my 
soul, and forget not all his ben 
efits” (103:1) 

Scholars be that the 
Psalmist is someone who has 
experienced both great per 
sonal adversity and rescue, so 
that this hymn begins as a 
very personal response. God 
has healed him and helped him 
in the midst of affliction. God 
has provided him with "good" 
throughout his life. So, itis not 
enough for us to acknowledge 
God's goodness in only general 
terms. We must seek out, rec- 
ognize and respond to all the 
things He does, first of all, in 
our own lives. 

Yet, having started on this 
intensely personal level, He 
moves from the personal to the 
corporate. We cannot praise 
God for what He has done for 
us personally without giving 
thanks for what He has done 
others. As He is concerned for 
me, God “works vindication for 
all who are oppressed." All Is- 
rael has been blessed by God's 
grace. So, we too, if we start 
with our personal thanks, must 
be able to move toward corpo- 
rate thanksgiving, too. Other 
wise our praise may be noth- 
ingelse than sheer selfishness 

2 POLARITIES 

The Psalmist is struck by 
two polarities. On the one hand 
there is the permanency and 
pervasiveness of God's good 
ness: "He does not deal with us 
according to our sins, nor re- 
quite us according to our iniq- 
uities” (103:17). Furthermore, 
although everything else de- 
cays and passes away, “the 
steadfast love of the Lord is 
from everlasting to everlast 
ing upon those who tear him" 
(103:17). The other polarity is 
the transitory nature of hu- 
man life: "As for man, his days 
are like grass, he flourishes 
like a flower of the field; for the 
wind passes over it, and it is 
gone...” 

Realizing these two great 
truths, the Psalmist abandons 
his solitary song of praise and 
calls all creatures great and 
small everywt to join in 
praise: "Bless the Lord, O you 
angels all his 
works 

Not because God demands 
our praise, but because for our 
own emotional, physical, or 
spiritual health we need to for 
get not his benefits and give 
him the thanksgiving that en 
riched and saved our lives

Huge Increase 


The Maryland State Po 
lice Criminal Intelligence 
Division reports a dramatic 
increase in the amount of 
cash seized by troopers dur- 
ing drug interdiction traffic 
stops along Maryland high- 
ways. During the first half 
of 1991, State Police seized 
$310,377, more than four 
times the $75,000 seized 
during the same period in 
1990. 

“The money seizures for 
the six month period (Janu-

It's a long wait between 
games for many hockey fans 
in the United States, where 
there are basically three ways 
you can pick up NHL action 
First is to live within range of 
a broadcast station that car- 
ries the games of an NHL club;

and receive one of those broad- 
cast channels as part of your 
basic service, third is to have 
cable and to pay for a premi- 
um channel that carries NHL 
hockey. No matter how you 
cut it, that’s not a lot of 
exposure 

Going into this season, the 
NHL didn't have a US. televi- 
sion contract, period. Its $51 
million three-year deal with 
SportsChannel America ex 
pired after last year’s Stanley 
Cup finals, and when the 
league finally re-upped for a 
considerably less $5.5 million 
one-year deal just after the 
1991-92 season got underway, 
it became the first profession- 
al league to take a rights cut 

But the NHL, which takes in 
about two thirds of its revenue 
through gate receipts, is less 
reliant on television than the 
leagues of nearly all other pro- 
fessional sports. The league is 
currently looking into the pos 
sibility of direct satellite 
transmission of games. That 
would give those fans with a 
satellite dish unlimited access 
to professional hockey and cut 
out the middle man 

The bottom line is: Don't 
look for the NHL to be appear 
ing regularly on network tele 
vision anytime soon

New head writer packs 
for ‘Santa Barbara’

Ww" someone please get 

us off this frenetic 
weekly daytime talent merry- 
go-round!

an absence of three years 
They had just reached a settle-

The apparent heir as “SB” 
head writer (though not yet of 
ficially announced as of this 
writing) is a shocker Pamela 
Long, who stepped down from 
her second stint as head writer 
of “Guiding Light” last spring 
Can Long's all-out emotional 
style merge with the urbanity 
of “SB” 's characters? 

Alabama-born Long (who 
represented the state at the 
1976 Miss America Pageant) 
certainly won't be able to 
make these characters un 
abashedly Southern, as she did 


with so many Lewis family 
characters on “GL.” 

Long made her acting debut 
as Ashley Linden on “Texas” in 
1981. When it looked likely that 
the show would be canceled, 
Procter & Gamble gave the to- 
tally inexperienced writer a 
shot, and Long wrote glorious- 
ly for “Texas.” But the doomed 
show went off the air anyway 
at the end of 1982 

Long's “GL” years were just 
as memorable, her “GL” gave 
time-slot competitors “SB’ 
and “General Hospital” a pow- 
erful run for that crucial 
hour's ratings. All these years 
later, “SB” still has not gained 
any serious ratings momen- 
tum, thanks in part to Long's 
efforts back then. According 
to NBC Daytime Vice Presi- 
dent Susan Lee, the network is 
reconsidering the future of 
“SB,” and its fate will be deter- 
mined next July. As she did on 
“Texas,” it looks like Long will 
be working against a clock 

And what of the Dobsons” 
After the euphoria of their re- 
turn last winter, they went on 
to create the swashbuckling 
role of Warren Lockridge for 
Jack Wagner (acquired from 

GH"), and the show took to 

Russia with the character for 
a great remote. But the rest of 
the show went alarmingly 
downhill, typified by an over- 
blown, overproduced remote 
done in October in San Fran 
cisco, with characters such as 
Mason (played by Gordon 
Thomson), Julia (played by 
Nancy Grahn) and Cassie 
(played by Karen Moncrieff) 

Instead of the Dobsons’ wit 
and style, we got a “Bullitt 
style car chase and some bi 
zarre amorous scenes filmed 
inside Alcatraz! 
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Imagine George Bernard 
Shaw's take on Revolution- 
ary War hero Nathan Hale, 
and you'll have a good notion 
of what A&E’s “Hale the 
Hero,” airing Tuesday, Jan.

Letter Prompts 
Concerns About 
Recycling Effort 


Questions about the effi- 
ciency of the county's recy- 
cling program surfaced this 
week as the result of a letter 
published in last week's 
issue of The Republican 
concerning an allegation that 
newspapers deposited at the 
county recycling sites are 
then taken to the county 
landfill and discarded instead 
of being held there to 
transport to a recycling mar- 
ket. 

In a plan determined by 
the Garrett County Recy- 
cling Committee, chaired by 
Gary Yoder, a facility was to 
be placed at the landfill to 
store the newspapers until a 
quantity sufficient for trans- 
porting had accumulated 

Calls were received at the 
newspaper office from 
citizens wanting to know 
why the newspapers were 
not being properly stored for 
transport 

In an effort to determine 
if the letter writer was 
correct about that allegation, 
Garrett County Commission- 
er Brenda Butscher was 
asked if she had read the 
letter and if she knew the 
practice of dumping the 

newspapers had been occur- 
ring. She responding nega- j 
tively to each of the 
questions. 

Garrett County Adminis- 
trator Robert Fousek was 
asked the same questions 
and responded by stating, “I 
don’t read the newspaper.” 
He then stated that no 
market exists for the 
newspapers 

To clarify the situation 
further, Fousek was asked if 
the writer of the letter, a 
landfill employee, was 
correct in reporting that 
newspapers retrieved from 
the recycling bins were then 
taken to the landfill and 
discarded 

Fousek repeated, "We 
have no market for 
newspapers,” offering no 
further explanations. 

A call was then made to 
Lee Thorne, recycling coordi- 
nator for Garrett County, 
who shed some light on the 
situation at the landfill. He 
explained that, since around 
Christmas when the farmer 
who had been collecting the 
papers to shred for animal 
bedding stopped collecting 
them, a decision was made 
to discard the newspapers 
until a new market was 
found 

"We felt it was better to 
do that so that people who 
had been recycling them 
would not get out of the 
habit,” said Thorne, continu- 
ing, "We hope to find a new 
market soon.” 

Thorne also stated that 
Garrett County is “not that 
much different from other 
rural counties” regarding the 
amount being recycled and 
the difficulty involved. "Cur- 
rently,” he said, “we are 
recycling about two percent 
of our trash.” 

A state mandate requires 
that local jurisdictions, such 
as Garrett County, must be 
recycling at least 15 percent 
of its trash stream by July 
1994

This article was written in conjunction with Mrs. 
Ann Kendall, one of two health nurses with the 
Garrett County Board of Education. 

In the latter part of 1990 Garrett County was one of eight 
counties in the state to receive a grant entitled The Drug 
Free Schools Nursing Initiative. As a result of this grant, 
two school health nurses were placed in the middle and high 
schools of Garrett County. As a condition of the grant, 25 
percent of the nurses’ time must be spent on drug and 
alcohol prevention education. The Garrett County Health 
Department provides health services to the elementary 
schools. However, because of acombination of budget costs 
as well as increased workloads, the health department is not 
able to provide daily on-site health services at each of the 
twelve elementary schools in the county 

The primary goal of the school health nursing program 
is to remove health barriers to the educational process. For 
instance, over 50 percent of our students do not see a doctor 
or dentist on a regular basis. A tremendous number of 
students come to school without breakfast. It is impossible 
to perform tothe best of your ability if you are sitting inthe 
classroom and your stomach is growling, or you have a 
toothache, or you are upset about problems at home. We are 
also concerned with student attendance. A student can't 
learn if he/she is not present in the classroom. In these cases 
the school health nurse addressesthe problem as quickly as 
possible so that the student may return to class 

In addition, sick or injured students require much of the 
nurses 





time. The school health nurses also serve as a 
resource to teachers, students, and parents by providing 
nstruction on health-related issues such as 


AIDS, drugs, alcohol, tobacco, ete. Administering medica

Earns A Profit 


Maryland U:S. Attorney 
Richard D. Bennett has an 
nounced that his office oper 
ated for the entire year of 
1991 at absolutely no cost to 
taxpayers. Indeed, Bennett's 
office has operated at a profit, 
which was shared with state 
and local police agencies 

The civil division of the 
U.S. Attorney's Office under 
the leadership of Assistant 
United States Attorney Juliet 
A. Eurich collected over $17 
million in 1991 in fines and 
penalties assessed against 
convicted criminals, as well 
as from successful civil ac 
tions brought on behalf of the 
government. This $17 mil 
lion was more than twice the 
cost of operating the Mary 
land U.S. Attorney's Office 
last year. Furthermore, 
Bennett noted that approxi 
mately $3.5 million was re 
turned to state and local po 
lice While « 
never pays for the criminal,

The Harvard Medical 
School Health Letter 
reported that “since 1964, 
the year of the first Surgeon 
General report, tobacco has 
caused over six million 
deaths in America. Smoking 
is responsible for about 

of all deaths from coronary 
heart disease, and 1/3 of all 
cancer deaths. Lung cancer 
is only one of several types 
of cancer induced by 
cigarette smoking.” 

Approximately 3/4 of all 
deaths from chronic lung 
disease, bronchitis, emphy 
sema, and other lung 
conditions are attributed to 
smoking. Smokeless tobac- 
co, in the form of chewing 
tobacco and snuff are just 
as harmful to your health 
as smoking, except nicotine 
is absorbed into the blood 
stream through the mucous 
membranes of the mouth 
instead of the alveoli in the 
lungs. By some estimates, 
nicotine in the form of 
cigarette smoke is several 
times more “addictive” than 
alcohol. Many experts think 
that cigarette smoke is at 
least as addictive as 
“heroin.”

LEARNING FROM 
A LOVE SONG 
JANUARY 19, 1992 


Background Stripture: 

Song of Solomon 2: 8-17 
Devotional Reading: 

1 Corinthians 13 

Christians and Jews alike 
have often not known what to 
do with The Song of Solomon 
(or The Song of Songs). In this 
ancient book there is no overt 
religious content, no mention 
whatsoever of God. There is no 
literary or dramatic structure 
to the book and it uses many 
Hebrew terms that are rare in 
the Bible 

Just what is this book sup- 
posed to be? Is it an allegory? A 
drama? A Syrian wedding 
ritual? A Hebrew poem that 
reflects the influence of 
Canaanite fertility religion? Or 
is it a series of secular love 
songs that got into the Old 
Testament canon because it 
was erroneously assumed that 
they were written by King 
Solomon?

The writer of this book says

That's right, in ite romantic 
and erotic forms, love is a kind 
of sickness, sometimes even 
with aberrant physical and 
emotional symptoms. In the 
throes of this love, some people 
can't think straight, lose their 
appetites, run a slight fever, 
act absessively and irratio 
nally, and behave in a manner 
contrary to their normal state 
of intelligence. It is one of the 
few sicknesses of humanity 
that can be either pleasant or 
painful, or both. During the 
most chronic phases of this 
being “sick with love,” we are 
governed more by our hor 
mones than by our intellect 

Would anyone want to say 
that, in ordaining this state of 
affairs, God had done some 
thing less than divinely good 
or wise? We may not under, 
stand these overwhelming at- 
tractions, and some of us may 
not handle them very well, but 
that doesn't say that they are 
not without their appointed 
place in his plan of creation.

In “She Woke Up,” Dukes 
plays the husband of a wealthy 
woman (Lindsay Wagner) who 
emerges from a coma after a 
near-fatal beating and comes 
to the gradual realization that 
she has to figure out who at- 
tacked her, because they're 
likely to try it again 

“You don't know quite what 
he is,” says Dukes of his char 
acter. “He can be charming 
and, I guess, sexy. But he cer 
tainly has a temper, and he’s 
certainly arrogant.” 

TV frequently has trouble 
doing original stories. But 
Dukes thinks “She Woke Up 
might be different 

I don't know whether it's 
because of Lindsay's involve 
ment or whether it was be 
cause of Waris Hussein, the di- 
rector. But there's gotta be 
somebody who has the muscle 


| 


to say, ‘I will walk away if we 
don't make this scene work 

Problems develop, says 
Dukes, when there is too much 
input from too many people 
“They all get in there and say 
we've gotta have a romantic 
musical montage, because 
that’s hot now, we've gotta 
have a suggestion of sex, be- 
cause that’s what brings in the 
numbers. With all of these de- 
mographic demands they don’t 
tell the story.” 

Then there's the casting 
“They want to have somebody 
with a big TVQ (a ranking of 
TV stars’ likability),” Dukes 
Says. “But they'll often pick 
out names that have nothing to 
do with the story.” 

Duke's own TVQ has an un- 
usual history. “There was a 
time when I was sort of a nice 
supporting role in miniseries 
after miniseries,” he says 
“Then, in 1986, I did ‘War and 
Remembrance,’ which took all 
of ‘86 into '87 and didn't come 
out until '88. It was like I had 
disappeared. I had had this 
great TVQ because I was in all 
of these big major events 
‘George Washington,’ ‘Space,’ 
Kane and Abel.’ Then I disap 
peared, and suddenly there 
weren't any more miniseries 
It's all kind of coming back 
around now, but it’s been two 
or three tough years.” 

Projects that have helped 
turn things around include the 
NBC series “Sisters,” in which 
Dukes has a recurring role 
and the HBO movie “The Jose- 
phine Baker Story.” He's pret- 
ty sure “She Woke Up” will 
keep the momentum going 

“You do some, and you just 
sort of throw your hands up 
and say, ‘We'll see,” he says 


“But this one I have great 
hopes for.”

Amnesty Given 
For Illegal Child 


Care Providers 


The Department of Hu- 
man Resources’ Child Care 
Administration began an 
amnesty programJanuary 1, 
1992 for people who provide 
illegal child care in Mary 
land 

Under Maryland law, 
people caring forchildren who 
are not related to them in 
their homes for pay onaregu 
lar basis must be registered 
with the state 

Last year the General 
Assembly passed legislation 
that provided an amnesty 
period (January 1 to Febru 
ary 29) for unregistered fam 
ily child care providers in 
Maryland 

Prior to the amnesty pro 
gram, if the state licensing 
office (Department of Human 
Resourves’ ChildCare Admin 
istration) received a com 
plaint that someone was pro 
hild 
care, the person could face a 
possible fine of up to $1,000 

‘This amnesty program 
s designed toencourage ille 
gal providers who are caring 
for children to register,” said 
Carolyn W. Colvin, Secre 
tary, Department of Human 
A person can re 
ceive all the benefits of be 
coming a registered provider 
without losing income or dis 
rupting achild’s care.”

Unregistered providers 
participating in the amnesty 
program may continue car 
ing for children, be immune 
from fines and get free train 
ing and special help with the 
registration process

THE ACCIDENT HIGH SCHOOL, the third brick structure to be erected in Accident, opened 
in the fall of 1915 as an elementary and two-year high school. Two other frame schools had been 
erected on the same site, each replaced because of the growing school enroliment. Students who 
desired a four-year high school education had to attend the Garrett County High School in Oakland, 
usually working in private homes for their room and board. Two additions were added to the above 
building during the course of time and today it serves as a low-income apartment building and also 
houses the Flowery Vale Senior Citizens’ Center.

JANUARY 26, 1992 


Background Stripture: 
Isaiah 5: 1-7 
Devotional Reading: 
Psalms 51 
The Prophet Isaiah had a 
message for the people of Is 
rael. It was a message they 
would not want to hear, so how 
would he get it across to them? 
It would appear that his 
solution was to put the mes 
sage in the form of a parable 
which, in turn, would be ex 
pressed in a song. People lis 
tened to songs even when they 
refused to listen to prophetic 
pees It is believed that 
1e wrote this song for the cel 
ebration of the feast of the 
tabernacles, a kind of harvest 
thanksgiving festival that was 
widely celebrated throughout 
the land. Insuch a festive mood, 
people would be more likely to 
listen to his song and consider 
the meaning of the parable 
The Prophet begins by an 
nouncing his song: "Letme sing 
for my beloved a love song con 
cerning his vineyard" (5:1) 
Already in a party mood, the 
people at the celebration must 
have turned their attention to 
Isaiah as soon as he announced 
"a love song.” It was a love 
song, bul a dillerent Kind of 
love of a vinedresser for his 
vineyard. Note that all that he 
does, he does, notoutofasense 
of duty, but out of love for his 
vineyard. He loves his vine 
yard so much that he does ev- 
erything possible to make it 
fruitful. 
JUDGE YOURSELF! 
The Prophet is also wise 
in asking his hearers to 
judge themselves, even if at 
first they do not realize it 
What more was there to do 
for my vineyard, that I have 
not done in it?" (5:4). This is 
what the Prophet Nathan 
did with David (2 Samuel 
12:1-12). Jesus also em- 
ployed similar methods at 
times. It is interesting to

speak of trying to discover 
what God wants of us, very 
often we already know very 
well what he wants. Our 
problem then is not that we 
don't know the will of God 
but that we don't do it 

What we see in this par 
able is unreturned love. The 
vinedresser did everything 
yossible for his vineyard 
Put in return the vineyard 
failed to yield what he hada 
right to expect. Lots of us 
experience this in our lives 
our love may be unappre 
ciated, unnoticed and unre- 
turned. Or perhaps we have 
been the recipients of lots of 
love which we have failed to 
return. That's the way it’s 
with God, too. Things go 
awry in this world, not be 
cause there is a lack of di 
vine love permeating every 
nook and cranny of the um 
verse, but because there is 
an appalling lack of human 
love in response ; 
DISAPPOINTING GOD 

This is the way it was 
with God and Israel. In Bis 
song, Isaiah sings: "For the 
vineyard of the Lord of hosts 
is the house of Israel, and 
the men of Judah are his 
pleasant planting; and he 
looked for justice, but be 
hold, bloodshed; for righ 
teousness, but behold acry! 
(5:7). It is interesting that 
Jesus turned this whele 
question around when, ‘in 
speaking of the love of God 
he said, "Or what man-of 
you, if his son asks for him 
bread, will give him a stone? 
Or if he asks for a fish, will 
give him a serpent?" (Matt 
7:9). God does not disap 
point us, but we do dissa 
point him 

Note, that Isaiah links 
justice and righteousness 
All to often Christians have 
pursued the latter, but not 
the former, assuming that 
one could be personally righ 
teous without becoming in 
volved in other people s 
struggles for justice.

All property is divided 
into two basic categories 
real property and personal 
property. Real property has 
been defined as "the land 
and those items perma 
nently affixed to the land 
by man, called improve 
ments." The term land in 
cludes the soil, things grow 
ing naturally in the soil 
minerals and water beneath 
the surface, and the air space 
above 

Personal property, on 
the other hand, is defined 
negatively as “all property 
which is not real estate." 
Some property which be 
gins as personal property, 
le. fruit trees purchased 
a nursery, later be 
come real estate, Le. an 
orchard of planted trees 

In areal estate transac 
tion, all items considered 
to be real property transfer 
automatically to the buyer 
unless specifically ex 
cluded. Personal property 
is transferred more simply 
by possession or by a writ 
ten bill of sale 

Some examples of real 
estate might be a residen 
tial lot, the home built on it, 
shrubbery planted on the

ground, or a countertop mi- 
crowave oven 

If youare buying a home, 
items of personal property 
to be included in the pur- 
chase should be itemized in 
writing in the purchase 
agreement. Sellers are not 
obligated to include items 
of personal property with 
the sale of their home, and 
may reject any such offers 
from buyers 

When listing a home for 
sale with an agent, sellers 
should itemize any personal 
items to be included in the 
sale. Toavoid attracting the 
attention of buyers, they 
might consider packing 
popular personal items out 
of sight.

Corps Announced 
By Gov. Schaefer 

Governor William Donald 
Schaefer this week kicked off 
Maryland's Senior Conserva 
tion Corps, a statewide 
initiative to involve senior 
citizens in activities to 
preserve the environment 
State and county representa- 
tives joined the governor for 
the announcement, held at 
Robert M. Watkins Regional 
Park in Prince George's 
County 

Maryland's Senior 
Conservation Corps was 
developed to mobilize seniors 
for the Bay. The Senior 
Conservation Corps provides 
a way for seniors of all skill 
levels to volunteer in county 
park information booths, 
teach youngsters how to 
plant wildflowers, organize 
neighborhood cleanups, and 
many more restoration 
activities. This innovative 
program was developed in 
cooperation with a special 
council of seniors who met 
with county and state 
government representatives 
to produce over 20 environ- 
mental restoration projects

"Seniors have a lot to 
offer.

Dr. Barbara Heller, an 


expert in the field of geriat- 


rics and dean and professor 
of the University of Mary- 
land School of Nursing, 
praised the Senior Conserva 
tion Corps. "By involving the 
elderly as active participants 
this effort promotes positive 
health and emotional 
being among our state's 
seniors,” she said. “The Se- 
nior Conservation Corps 
encourages seniors to be- 
come physically active and 
socialize with others, while 
helping to preserve Mary- 
land’s environment and 
protect the state’s natural 
resources.”

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Conservation Districts Have 
Changing Roles In 1990's 


The “Mission of the Soil 
Conservation Districts” in 
Maryland was the subject 
of the opening session of the 
1992 Winter Meeting of the 
Maryland Association of Soil 
Conservation Districts last 
week 

“The process of looking 
at this mission was started 
this past summer when we 
had aleadership workshop,” 
Royden Powell, president of 
the Maryland Association 
stated, “This morning we'd 
like to continue trying to 
define our role by inviting a 
panel of people who are out 
siders, but partners of Con 
servation Districts, to talk 
to us about what they per 
ceive the role of the district 
organization to be for the 
remainder of this decade.” 

Powell introduced Fran 
Flanigan, executive direc- 


tor of the Alliance for the 
Chesapeake Bay, James 
Dieter, executive director of 
Baltimore County, Robert 
Perciasepe, secretary of the 
Maryland Department of 
the Environment, John 
Minnick, liaison between 
the Soil Conservation Ser 
vice and the Environmen 
tal Protection Agency in 
Region III, (Mid-Atlantic 
States), Michael Heller, 
farm manager for Claggett 
Farm, ademonstration farm 
run by the Chesapeake Bay 
Foundation, Don Spickler, 
National Association of Con- 
servation Districts, North- 
east area, and Larry Moore, 
a farmer from Howard 
County 

Each speaker lauded the 
organization of Soil Conser- 
vation Districts as a proven 
entity in delivering effec

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tive grass-roots conserva- 
tion to communities across 
the country -- an organiza- 
tion with a 55-year history 
of conservation work. Tech- 
nology transfer on a one-to- 
one basis with farmers was 
listed as a major strength of 
conservation districts as 
well as an excellent deliv- 
ery system throughout the 
nation 

Flanigan pointed out a 
strong point of Maryland's 
conservation districts was 
having the ability, with a 
grass-roots staff, to reach 
out to all interest groups, 
everybody from the farmer, 
to legislators, to citizen's 
groups 

Dieter described the dis- 
trict association as a group 
that could mesh together 
federal, state, and local 
agencies and special inter 
est groups to keep them from 
fragmenting in these times 
of changing roles and 
budget crises 

Minnick stated that the 
effectiveness of districts was 
their independence from 
major bureaucracies 

“Districts are decentral 
ized,” Minnick said. “Be 
cause of the information 
they have access to -- soil 
surveys, conservation his 
tories and high-tech satel 
lite information, for ex 
ample, they are credible and 
ready to go immediately to 
solve conservation prob 
lems. This is one of their 
greatest strengths.” 

However, with the 
changing roles of all gov 
ernmental agencies fed 
eral, state, and local, dis 
tricts too have challenges 
ahead during the 1990's 
The panel elaborated on 
several of these challenges 

Most of the panel said 
nutrient management was 
one of the major challenges 
“Nutrient management 
managing animal waste, 
human waste, nitrogen and 
phosphorous that is applied 
to the land, is a relatively 
old problem that became an 
urgent problem as water 
quality degraded,” Per 
ciasepe said. He explained 
that even though, through 
the unbelievable commit 
ment of many organizations 
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and many people, the state 
hascome along way toward 
solving the problem, we still 
need to become more fo- 
cused on this challenge. In 
some areas such as phos 
phorous management, we 
are doing very well. In other 
areas, such as nitrogen 
management, we have a 
long way to go. And there 
are areas -- the effect of air 
pollution, forexample -- that 
we are still studying to ef- 
fectively plan a mix of strat- 
egies to control 

Flanigan pointed out 
that one of the problems 
with measuring nutrient 
management was that there 
was very little information 
on the progress. When a 
farmer applies filter strips, 
for instance, how, in “real” 
information, is water qual- 
ity improved? 

Perciasepe also talked 
about real measurements 
“We have a lot of statistics 
on the number of conserva- 
tion practices applied,” he 
said. “But how do we know 
what the real measure- 
ments are. How do we know 
if they are working?” 

Another challenge 
brought up by several panel 
members was that a volun 
tary compliance versus 
regulation. The conserva 
tion districts are, at present, 
caught in the balancing role 
of being a helping hand and 
a ¢ op 

“Soil Conservation Dis 
tricts have seen the writing 
on the wall,” Flanigan said 

‘They know they have to 
implement a much more 
aggressive marketing cam- 
paign to sell conservation 
ideas and programs, to con- 
vince peoplego adopt them 
before they are regulated 
We live in a country where 
people are expert at selling 
things. The challenge of 
Conservation Districts is to 
learn to sell or market their 
programs because their pro 
grams work.” 

Minnick agreed with 
Flanigan. “Is voluntary 
compliance working?” he 
asked. “We all know the 
answer to that is yes. What 
the questions should be is 
‘Is voluntary compliance 
working fast enough?’ In 
these days of bottom lines - 
- both financial and effec- 
tiveness -- we are in a dead 
heat with regulation.” 

Several of the panel 
members mentioned pre- 
serving agriculture amidst 
development as another 
challenge the districts face 

Flanigan stated that it 
will be a tough issue until 
society, as a whole, gets a 
handle on the equity issue 
Several comments from the 
floor involved the difficulty 
of transferring land within 
families, paying high inher- 
itance taxes upon the death 
of a landowner, and the 
“taking of land” issue with 
regard to protecting wet- 
lands, zoning and critical 
areas 

Dieter asked several 
questions about agricul- 
tural equity and preserving 
farmland. He stated that in 
times of shrinking monies 
for preservation, conserva 
tion districts need to look at 
other alternatives 

‘The farming commu 
nity needs to present a uni 
fied front,” he said. “First 
you need to have a clear 
definition of what agricul 
tural equity is. This is a 
challenge in itself that we 
need to address.” 

Heller offered a look at 
why the farming commu 
nity and environmentalists 
don't get along 

‘Thisis, in part, the fault 
of environmentalists,” he 
said. “Environmentalists 
are experts at looking at the 
whole picture. They forget 
that a farmer goes along 
one day at atime. He or she 
can't wave a magic wand 


and immediately change 


things to affect the whole 
picture. Conservation gets 
done as it fits between an 
intense work schedule 

“However,” Heller con- 
tinued, “Soil Conservation 
Districts have the ability to 
bring these two invalid pic- 
tures together. They are 
uniquely positioned -- be- 
ing both farmers and dis- 
trict people -- to see both the 
whole picture and the day 
to day planning, implemen- 
tation, monitoring, testing, 
seeking solutions. The chal- 
lenge for districts is bring- 
ing these two things to 
gether.” 

The one farmer on the 
panel agreed with Heller 

“One of our biggest prob- 
lems,” Moore said, “is be- 
coming belligerent when 
we're being told what to do 
I feel farmers, for the most 
part, are more conscious of 
environmental concerns 
than most of the citizenry 
Sure we balk. But when we 
stop and think about con- 
servation practices, they 
make a lot of sense. We are 
not unjustly made to do 
things.” 

Moore gave the example 
of looking at a housing de 
velopment 

“You look at it all laid 
out so orderly, nice and 
clean, and it doesn’t seem 
like there could possibly be 
any pollution taking place 
But if you look at it during a 
heavy rainstorm, you see 
the rain runoff is dramati 
cally increased because of 
all the asphalt and the pol 

lution is worse. It'sthe same 
with farming. If you study a 
problem, good conservation 
practices make sense. What 


I feel, fa d district 
people need to : is what- 


ever is necessary to main- 
tain a style of living that we 
all love.”

USDA Will Aid Tree Farmers 
Hit By Drought And Freeze 


Kenneth R. Bachtel 
chairperson of the Garrett 
County ASCS Office an 
nounced the implementa 
tion of the Tree Assistance 
Program (TAP) to assist tree 
growers whose trees were 
lost due to disasters 

Under this program, the 
U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture’s Commodity Credit 
Corporation will reimburse 
eligible small- and medium 
scale commercial tree grow 
ers for a portion of losses 
caused by natural disasters 
occurring in 1990 and 1991 

“By implementing the 
Tree Assistance Program we 
will provide much needed 
relief to growers in those 
parts of the country who 
have suffered severe losses 
to orchards and tree stands 
because of drought or 
freeze,” Bachtel said 

The program is autho 
rized by the 1990 Farm Bill 
and the Dire Emergency 
Supplemental Appropria 
tions Act of 1992 

Bachtel said cost-share 
payments will be made to 
growers to replant or reha 
bilitate orchard trees which 
were planted in any year to 
produce annual crops for 
commercial purposes but 
were lost in calendar year 
1990 or 1991 

Cost-share payments 
will also be made to replant 
or rehabilitate timber and 
Christmas trees which were 
planted for harvest during 
1989 or 1990 and lost due to 
drought in 1990, or planted 
during 1990 or 1991 and 
lost due to drought in 1991 

To qualify, the grower’s 
loss on an individual stand 
of trees must have been 
greater than 35 percent, 


after adjustment for normal 
mortality. Reimbursement 
will be made for 65 percent 
of the cost of replanting that 
portion of the trees lost in 
excess of 35 percent 
Payments may be re 

duced further because total 
funding for the program is 
limited 


CCC will administer the 
program through the Gar 
rett County offices of 
USDA's Agricultural Stabi- 
lization and Conservation 
Service with assistance 
from other USDA agencies 
Tree growers requesting 
assistance under TAP 
should inquire about eligi- 
bility and other program 
provisions at the Garrett 
County ASCS offices. The 
TAP signup is from Febru- 
ary 3 to March 13, 1992

November Slaughter 


Counts Reported 

For November 1991, 
Maryland-Delaware cattle 
slaughter totaled 4.1 mil 
lion pounds, calf slaughter 
totaled 900,000 pounds and 
hog slaughter totaled 5.4 
million pounds. This pound 
age was 11 percent below 
last year for cattle, but up 
26 and 23 percent for calf 
and hog total liveweight 
slaughtered. Maryland 
Delaware slaughtered 3,500 
cattle, 2,300 calves, and 
23,900 hogs in November of 
1991, compared with 4,000 
1,700, and 19,800, respec 
tively for 1990 

United States: Total 
liveweight of cattle slaugh 
tered totaled 3.04 billion 
pounds compared with 3.09 
billion for November 1, 1990 
Total liveweight of calves 
slaughtered was 44.0 mil 
lion pounds compared with 
44.8 million pounds last 
November.

Starting with Su 
per Bow! 1, Summerall has 
been there for every Super 
Bow] that has been broadcast 
n CBS. (The game rotates 
among the three major net 
works.) And, counting radio 
broadcasts, Super Bow! XXVI 
will be his 20th 

“They're all very memora 
ble,” says the 61-year-old 
broadcaster. But he admits 
that a few stand out 

“There's one that I'll always 
remember, Super Bowl XII 
between Dallas and Denver 
because I was working with 
Tom Brookshier, and he got 
sick and couldn't talk in the 
second half. So I had to do the 
whole second half by myself 





And Super Bow! IV, Minne 
sota-Kansas City: Ray Scott 
and I did it, and about a minute 
before we got on the air, the 
fellow we had hired to be our 
spotter had a heart attack in 
the booth.” 

The spotter, however, made 
sure he didn't rattle the broad 
casters. “He was so calm about 
it,” Summerall recalls. “Ray 
was talking to somebody, and 
the guy said to me, ‘You know 
I think you ought to get some 
body else to spot for you.’ I 
said, ‘Why’ We hired you.’ He 
said, ‘Because I think I'm hav 
ing a heart attack.’ And then 
down he goes 

But, yeah, that’s a little dis 
tracting,” adds Summerall ina 
perfect deadpan 

He remembers a few other 
Super Bowls because they 
were good games. “People say 
that most of them are one-sid 
ed, but the two Dallas-Pitts 
burgh games 

And he remembers last 
year's squeaker in which New 
York edged Buffalo 20-19 for 
another reason: “It's one of the 
few times I've ever hada 
chance just to lie down ona 
couch by myself, build a fire 
and watch the game,” he says 
it was kind of fun 

In 30 years of broadcasting 
Summerall has learned not to 
worry about what might go 


wrong. “If it goes wrong, it 
goes wrong,’ he says philo 
sophically. “They'll be crawl 


ing around our feet trying to 
fix something, that’s a distrac 
tion. But you can’t worry 
about that; you're there to 
broadcast a game.” 

Asked if he has desperate 
technicians crawling around 
his feet maybe once a year, he 
laughs.

An Oakland man was 
indicted by a federal grand 
jury in the connection with 
the January 7 robbery of the 
First United National Bank 
& Trust in Oakland 

Terry J. Wiseman was 
arrested in San Diego, Calif., 
six days after the robbery 
occurred. He remains jailed 


there awaiting transfer to

Wiseman was charged 


with robbery and larceny in

Commissioners Informed Of Change 
In Md. Public Assistance Programs 


During a monthly staff 
meeting held by the Garrett 
County Commissioners this 
week, Garrett County Social 
Services Director Robert 
Shaffer presented the most 
recent proposals designed to 
restructure the state’s Gen- 
eral Public Assistance (GPA 
and Aid To Families With 
Dependent Children (AFDC) 
programs. 

Shaffer informed the 
commissioners that GPA 
recipients would feel the 
heaviest impact, noting that 
a large number of those 
recipients would no longer 
be eligible for assistance at 
all under the new arrange- 
ment. He did stress, howev- 
er, that all the information 
he has received so far is still 
in the “rough draft" stage. 

The plan seeks to replace 
the GPA program with the 
Disability and Assistance 
Loan Program by April 1 
The new program would be 
instituted in such a way that 
only those persons who are 
chronically or permanently 
disabled would receive 
grants, and those grants 
could only be received for 12 
months out of a 36-month 
period “unless certain condi- 
tions are met,” according to 
Shaffer 

He also noted that those 
recipients with chronic dis- 
abilities must demonstrate 
an attempt to obtain assis- 
tance from other sources, 
such as Social Security Dis- 
ability or veterans’ benefits 
programs: 

Recipients with short- 
term disabilities would re- 
ceive interest-free loans and 
be required to sign a promis- 
sory note, instead of receiv- 
ing grants. In addition, those 


recipients would have to 
demonstrate they had been 
employed or drew unemploy- 
ment compensation 
months prior to 
assistance 

‘All in all,” said Shaffer, 
there's been quite acutback 
in assistance -- the package 
is very heavy.” The changes 
to the GPA program are 
designed to save the state 
approximately $18 million 

The revamping of the 
AFDC program, however, 
seeks to “encourage families 
to adopt more positive habits 
in raising children and meet- 
ing their needs,” stated Shaf- 
fer, by placing conditions on 
the assistance

Growth Bill Would Require Garrett 
To Establish County-Wide Zoning 


Garrett County Planning 
and Zoning Director Johr 
Nelson informed the Garrett 
County Commissioners thi 
week that state legislation | 
being drafted that would 
result in the necessary a 
doption and implementation 
of a county-wide zoning

While 
in the British Army he wrote a book on military 
scouting, Aids to Scouting, which became a favorite of 
British youth and their leaders. They wanted to 
become Scouts, join a patrol and troop, and practice 
scouting skills as the book proposed. The British Boy 
Scouts were organized between 1908-09 

Girls wanted to join in the game of Scouting as well, 
so B-P recruited his sister, Agnes, to organize the Girl 
Guides. Later, B-P’s wife, Olave, became Chief Girl 
Guide 

Cub Scouting was organized later, using Rudyard 
Kipling’s Jungle Book as material and symbolism for 

Cub activities. 


Scouting exists world-wide, except where dictators 
rule. Scouting promotes independent thinking, stresses 
individual human rights, and supports a free society

DNR Says Winter 
Best Time For 
Debris Burning 


Landowners 
incorporated towns who are 
interested in burning brush 
or debris are encouraged to 
take advantage of the winter 
weather the area is now 
experiencing, according to a 
spokesperson from the 
Maryland Forest, Park, and 
Wildlife Service 

According to Open Air 
Burning Regulations, Title 8, 
Department of Natural 
Resources, Subtitle .07, 
“burning may occur at any 
time when the ground is 
covered with snow, if all 
other requirements are met.” 

The open air burning 
regulations apply to activities 
in woodland and within 200 
feet of woodland, or a 
flammable material _ that 
could carry fire to the 
woodland. There should be a 
firebreak at least 10 feet 
wide around the fire and 
adequate personnel and 
equipment present to control 
the fire. The fire should be 
out cold before all personnel 
leave the scene 

Landowners who wish to 
do open air burning while 
the ground is covered with 
snow should contact Garrett 
County Emergency Manage- 
ment at its non-emergency 
number, 334-1930, prior to 
burning to reduce the 
chances of one of the local 
volunteer fire companies 
being called out on a false 
alarm

The Olympics will air night- 
ly on CBS from Feb. 8-23, with 
an additional two hours of 
morning coverage on week 
days and extensive afternoon 
coverage on weekends and 
Presidents Day. A special

Thursday, Feb. 6 

“The one thing I'm not ex 
pected to be is an expert on all 
of the events,” says McCarver 
“That leads to the question of 
what exactly is our job: I guess 
to be the guide to the viewer 
to be the conduit of the venues 
to ask the right question on re 


motes.” His job is also to look 
at the bigger picture 

“The historical perspective 
I think, is going to be as impor 
tant as the competitions them- 
selves,” he says 

In the past, the Olympics 
took on a symbolic meaning 
that went beyond the immedi 
ate competition 

“East vs. West, capitalism 
vs. communism,” says 
McCarver. “Is that going to 
change’ Obviously. It already 
has. I think there's going to be 
much more compassion for the 
former Eastern bloc athletes 
A lot of the Russian skaters 
train in St. Petersburg. When 
we were over there in Novem 
ber - some of the horror sto 
ries about these kids not being 
able to eat it was just 
terrible.” 

This year, Estonia, Latvia 
and Lithuania will be sending 
their own teams. And athletes 
from the former Soviet Upion 
will be competing as members 
of the United Team. But 
haven't Olympic ratings tradi- 
tionally been fueled by Cold 
War passions? 

“I don't think so,” says 
McCarver. “The one thing that 
makes the winter sports so 
popular is the mesmerizing ef 
fect they have on you. There's 
beauty, there's grace, and 
there's not as much guile in- 
volved in terms of strategy.” 

Many of them, however, are 
not spectator-friendly 

“Not in this country,” says 
McCarver. “But 100,000 people 
were in Minsk two years ago to 
see the biathlon team trials 
100,000 people. I don't think 
the people in the United States 
know enough about the sports 
to get as involved. And that's 
one of our main tasks this win 
ter — to get them involved.”

Office Of Emergency Management 
Handles 21,706 Calls During ’91 


The Garrett County 
Office of Emergency 
Management handled a total 
of 21,706 calls for assistance 
during 1991, according to 
Brad Frantz, director of the 
ffice. This number was 
jown slightly from the 
previous year when 21,996 
calls were received 

A breakdown of the 1991 
total shows there were 
12,351 calls classified as 
emergency and 9,355 that 
were labeled non-emergency 
Garrett County rescue 
squads were dispatched 
2,097 times, with Southern 
Garrett County Rescue 
answering 1,228 calls and 
the two stations of Northern 
Garrett County Rescue 
Squad answering 869 (495 
from the Grantsville station 
and 374 from the Accident 
station 

Garrett County volunteer 
fire departments were called 
for help 1,759 times during 
the year. Calls for assistance 
from the Garrett County 
Sheriff's Department totalled 
1,525, while the Maryland 
State Police were summoned 
1,154 times by the office 
dispatchers. Calls for Garrett 
County Memorial Hospital 
totalled 429, there were 415 
physicians’ pages, 283 calls 
for home health nurses, 275 
for the Sanitary Commission, 
268 for Department of 
Natural Resourcespersonnel, 
240 for the deputy state fire 
marshal, and 185 calls for 
assistance from the Garrett 
County Roads Department 

The remainder of the 
calls went to 119 other 
agencies, hospitals, various 
law enforcement officials, 
fire and rescue officers, and 
other offices 
and individuals

Friendsville’s 
Water Project 
Nears Completion 


Major renovations at the 
Friendsville Water Treat- 
ment Plant were recently 
declared “substantially com- 
plete” by Friendsville Mayor 
Spencer Schlosnagle during a 
January meeting in Friends- 
ville 


Completion of the project 
ends a multi-year effort by 
the Friendsville Mayor and 
Town Council to provide 
several needed improve- 
ments to the water system 
without significantly affect- 
ing the debt service of the 
system's users, said Schlos- 
nagle. A total investment of 
$457,500 was achieved while 
only $17,100 in new debt 
was created 


Improvements to the 
water system include the 
replacement of 1,600 feet of 
distribution line, construc- 
tion of a new motor control 
facility, replacement of an 
existing clarifier building, 
renovation of the town’s two 
filter systems, repairs to the 
emergency generator and 
repair/replacement of exist- 
ing pumps,motors and 
valves. The construction 
phase of the project began in 
July 1991 and is now sub 
stantially complete although 
a few change orders and 
punch list items still need to 
be addressed.

MYTH VS. FACT 
by Carol Cox 

Concerned family members through groups such as the 
Garrett County Alliance for the Mentally Ill are working 
day and night to help the general public learn more of the 
facts of mental illness--rather than continue to cling tothe 
falsehoods so wrongly accepted as truth. Let's look at some 
of the most prevalent 

Myth No. 1 “A person who has been mentally ill can 
never be normal.” 

Fact -- Mental illness is often temporary in nature A 
previously well-adjusted individual may have an episode of 
illness lasting weeks or months, and then may go for years 

even alifetime - with no further difficulty. Others may be 
subject to bouts of disturbance, but between episodes they 
are perfectly well Some famousexamples include President 
Abraham Lincoln; singer Rosemary Clooney; U.S. Senator 
Thomas Eagleton; actress Patty Duke and professional 
golfer Bert Yancy 

Myth No. 2. “Even if some people can return to normal, 





chronically mental ill people are alwayscrazy.’ 

Fact -- Those who have been disturbed for along time and 
continue to have symptoms are called chronically mentally 
ill. These people have usually spent a good deal of time in 
hospitals. After discharge they must continue to take 
medication, which can sometimes cause them to look or act 
in strange ways. But they can certainly live inthe commu 
nity and interact with other people 

Myth No. 3. "Persons with mental illness are unpredict 


able 


Fact -- Some are impulsive and unpredictable when they 
are actively ill, but once they have recovered, most are 
consistent in their behavior and are likely to present few 
surprises tothose who know them 

Myth No. 4. “Mentally ill people are dangerous.” 

Fact -- Patients who have come through mental illness 
and returned to the community are more likely to be shy, 
timid and passive. They rarely present a danger to the 
public. As an example, 20,000 former mental patients were 
recently monitored for 18 months after their release from 
hospitals. Only 33 were arrested for crimes involving vio 
lence 

Myth No. 5 
serk at anytime 

Fact -- Most people who have been mentally ill never 
went berserk’ in the first place. Mental patients are much 
more likely to be depressed and withdrawn than wild and 
aggressive. Als« 
physicians, family and friends who are alert and knowledge 
able about the illness are able to recognize the early 
symptoms and can deal with the situation before it becomes

The way we act toward former mental patients can make 
all the difference in their lives. Learn and understand that 
effective treatment, hard work and good motivation are of 
little value if former patients are refused employment,

180, 
tolearn more about the free counseling services which are 
available for those starting or operationg an area business 
Small Business U pdate -- Americans With 
Disabilities Act 
Across our country, there are more than 40 million 


Americans, many of whom often feel left out of the main- 


stream of activity. They are unable to participate in many 
of the social or business aspects of life that most of usenjoy, 
not because of a lack of talent or skill, but because of a 
physical or mental disability, which may be totally unre 
lated to the activity from which they find themselves 
excluded 

Until now, it has not been unlawful for a theater owner 
to allow curb or entrance barriers to keep a disabled person 
fromentering. Anemployercould legally reject an applicant 
ifhe felt that the individual's history of back problemscould 
indicate future difficulties 

All that will soon change. The new “Americans with 
Disabilities” Act, which is referred to as ADA, became 
effective on Sunday, January 26, 1992. Business owners 
and employers who do not respond to its requirements may 
find themselves on the receiving end of a potentially costly 
lawsuit 

The Public Accommodations requirements of the act are 
the first to become effective, and beginning January 26, 
1992, business owners must make facilities such as restau 
rants and theaters “totally accessible” to the disabled 
Grocery and other retail outlets, doctors’ offices and schools 
are also impacted, and must remove any physical barriers 
that would deny access to a disabled person or provide 
another route of entry 

Employers with more than twenty five employees must 
comply with the employment sections of the act by July 26 
of this year. Those with between 15 and 25 emp!oyees will 
have an additional two years to come into compliance 

As the employment provisions become law, the courts 
will determine how it will be administered on acase by case 
basis, as individuals who feel their rights under the law 
have been violated bring charges against the alleged of 
fender. It is strongly recommended that small business 
owners learn what their responsibilities under the law will 
be and avoid the expense and time requirementsof being one 
of those

Legislators and the governor

Instead, the Butta commission re 
port comes a year too late. The cut

It seems that legislators would 
rather please an angry interest group 
than do what's best for the state 
Their true concer is the next elec-

So the Butta commission's report 
won't fulfill its considerable poten 
tial this session. But the panel will 
suc additional reports this spring 
and fall. Perhaps by then legislators 
will wake up to the service this 
commission is providing. It is de- 
vising sensible ways to make gov- 
ernment cheaper yet better. These 
are ideas that should not be ignored

Super Bowl officiating 


Since I'm writing this the day af- 
ter the Super Bowl, I need to dis- 
cuss a few calls that came up in 
THE game. Sometimes, I think 
John Madden and I are watching 
two different games. He sees some 
calls exactly opposite from the way 
I see them. 

The no-call on pass interference 
against Andre Reed of Buffalo near 
the end of the first half was not as 
obvious a mistake as Madden made 
it Out to be. In recent years, the 
NFL has liberalized the rules gov- 
erning contact on pass plays. Both 
receiver and defender have equal 
rights to the ball. Contact is al 
lowed if the player is making "a 
bona fide effort to go to and catch 
the ball.” The defender was definite- 
ly doing that. I could have justified 
throwing a flag on the play, but it 
was a fence sitter. There was just 
as much justification for not call- 
ing it, as those officials ruled. 

Meanwhile, the Pass Interference 
that was called on Martin Mayhew 
of the Redskins was definitely a 
good call. Contrary to Madden's 
observation, I didn't see that May- 
hew made any attempt to play the 
ball. Mayhew had his back to the 
quarterback chasing the receiver. 
Mayhew finally looked back after 
he jumped in the air. He failed his 
arms wildly while he tried to find 
the ball. It didn't look like he ever 


saw the ball before he made contact 
with the receiver. That is Pass In- 
terference. 

One foul | think the officials did 
miss in the game was during Buffa- 
lo's successful on-sides kick. I un- 
derstand why the replay didn't over- 
turn the call based on touching 
before the ball went ten yards. The 
Buffalo player's hand was in the air 
near the ball, but in the two dimen 
sions of the TV screen, it's impos- 
sible to tell exactly where contact 
first occurred. That isn't the foul I 
saw. The foul that did occur was 
Kick Catching Interference. A kick 
receiver must be given an unhin 
dered path to catch the kick. Those 
restrictions do not apply only to 
punts. On that play, the Buffalo 
player who first touched the ball 
jumped up and into the Redskin 
wailing to make the catch. | think 
the Redskins should have gotten the 
holl 1§ yare ( spot of the 


contact. 

From the officials point of view it 
was a good game. There were close 
plays and arguable calls. That hap 
pens every game. I don't think any 
one, however, can argue that the 
Redskins didn't win the game by 
themselves.

Your editorial two weeks 
ago on the murder trial and 
court costs we taxpayers pay 
was very “apropos.”

The Garrett County School Guidance Program is cel 
ebrating National School Counselors’ Week February 3-7 
Currently, the Garrett County Board of Education has 11 
school counselors -- five in the high schools, three in the 
middle schools, three elementary counselors, three pupil 
personnel workers, and one director of pupil services wh« 
provide guidance services to the 5,110 students in our 
system 

The counselors, in accordance with the Maryland State 
Guidance Standards, perform five major roles in pr 
services to students 

1. Counselors work actively in school 
curriculum planning which affects vocat 
planning. They conduct in-service 
development programming for parents, administrators

nstructional career 
and 
teachers. Some of these activities include 

A. Assessing the guidance-related needs of students 
andestablishing specific guidance objectives based on thes« 
needs such as referrals, team meetings, parental requests 


B. Identifying and using available school andcom 
munity resources for meeting guidance objectives 
C. Serving as an integral part of the school team 
which develops and coordinates the means by which the 
student's education growth is evaluated 
2. Counselors also involve themselves in activities of 


student appraisal. This includes organization and inter 
preting a variety of diagnostic information (i.e.: test data 
teacher reports, observational records) for the purpose of 
helping students, parents, and the professional school staff 
to make better decisions 

3. Another vital role of the counselor is the individual 
group counseling which requires special expertise. Such 
expertise includes advanced understanding of learning and 
development, individual and group intervention strategies, 
and knowledge of vocational choice processes. The overal] 
basic objectives of counseling are to foster an awareness of 
self-management, interpersonal, and decision-making skills 
Elementary counselors, especially, concentrate on instilling 
and maintaining high self-esteem. They also cooperatively 
work with students and teachers on study skills 

4. Consulting services provided by counselors help school 
and non-school persons deal with the educational, personal 
social, and physical needs of students. They consult with 
parents regarding developmental aspects of their children 
They also consult with parents regarding post-secor 
opportunities and sources of financial aid available t

Marylanders Spend 
On Entertainment 


Despite Economy 


Marylanders spent $88.4 
million, or about one percent 
more, in taxable entertain- 
ment during October, Novem- 
ber, and December, 1991, 
than during the same three 
months of the previous year, 
according to State Comptrol- 
ler Louis L. Goldstein. “Con- 
trary to what you might ex 
pect, Marylanders increased 
their entertainment spend 
ing dispite the economic down- 
turn,” Goldstein said 

Theentertainment spend 
ing translates into more than 
$5.9 million in admissions 
and amusement tax revenue 
for local governments 

While spending for shows 
andexhibits, live theatre and 
golf and athletic 
facilities and equipmentrent 
als increased, Marylanders 
spent less on traditional en 
tertainment activities such 
as athleticevents and motion 
pictures. Statewide spending 
for live theatre andconcerts 
increased by about 6.1%over 
the same period last year, to 
$2.4 million, while spending 
on movie admissions de 
creased by about 11.5%, to 
about $14.3 million. Spend- 
ing on shows and exhibits 
also registered an increase of 
2.6% to more than $4 million. 

Spending on the types of 
indoor activities popular in 
the colder months showed 
Mary 
landers spent more than $3 
million on athletic facilities 
and equipment rentals, a 
3.3% increase over spending 
for the same quarter last 
year 

Golfers enjoyed the pleas- 
ant fall temperatures andmild 
winter enough to spend 
nearly $10 million in fees and 
rentals, up 9.4% for the 
same period of the previous 
year. Mild weather was also 
responsible forthe 20.5% in 
crease in spending for boat 
rides. “Out of the $2.1 mil 
lion spenton boat rides, more 
than halfofthat amount was 
spent in Baltimore City it 
self,” Goldstein said, “reflect 
ing tourism and entertain 
ment activity centered inthe 
Inner Harbor.” 

‘All of this spending for 
entertainment generates ad 
missions and amusement tax 
revenue which our office col 
lects for Maryland counties 
cities and towns,” Goldstein 
said. The comptroller noted 
that checks totaling 
$5,969,408 are on their way 
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i4 more tha 
$5,715,549 we returned t 
the local governn t 
October-December period 
1990,” Goldstein said.

Northern flying squirrels 
are found in the northeast- 
ern United States andat high 
elevations inthe Appalachian 
Mountains to Tennessee 
Those from West Virginia 
south are a distinct Appala 
chian-type that is classified 
as federally endangered 

‘I think flying squirrels 
are amazing mammals,” said 
Feller. “If we do have an 
other species of flying squir 
rel in Maryland it could be 
something special - and it’s of 
concern because of its federal

To date, 50 boxes built by 
study volunteers at Frost 
burg State University’s Wild 
life Society and Garrett Com

Local Groups Oppose Plan To 
Increase Accommodations Tax 


Representatives from the 
Garrett County Development 
Corporation, the Deep Creek 
Lake-Garrett County Promo- 
tion Council and various 
other organizations and 
businesses met this week 
with the Garrett County 
Commissioners to, once 
again, urge the commission- 
ers to adopt a plan that 
would improve county-wide 
promotional efforts, and to 
voice opposition to a propos- 
al that would increase the 
current three-percent accom- 
modations tax to five per- 
cent 

President of the Garrett 
County Development Corpo- 
ration Ralph Burnett out- 
lined the two major areas of 
the group's concerns, begin- 
ning with the accommoda- 
tion tax revenues and “the 
manner in which the monies 
are being spent.” In addition, 
he said, there is no planning 
process in place that deals 
with how revenue from the 
accommodation tax will be 
utilized in the future 

Burnett also

Also during the meeting, 
local business owner Ruth 
Beitzel presented the com- 
missioners with the results 
of a survey taken regarding 
the proposed two percent 
increase in the county ac- 
commodation tax. That sur- 
vey revealed that a total of 
28 business owners in the 
county were against the rate 
increase 

‘I want you to know that 
the motel people are working

District 1-A Delegate 
George C. Edwards last week 
informed the Garrett County 
Commissioners that he 
would not be introducing 
legislation requested by 
them that would have 
established a limited, two- 
day black bear hunting 
season in Garrett County 

The commissionérs 
unanimously requested the 
hunting season because of 
calls made to them concern- 
ing property or live stock 
damage in the county 
reportedly caused by black 
bears.

In the case of the Class B 
license, restrictions on the 
sales would include that 
alcoholic beverages be sold 
only between the hours of 1 
and 12 p.m.; that the bever- 
age only be served as a sup- 
plement to a meal; that the 
total bill for the alcoholic 
beverage not exceed the total 
food bill; and that the cus- 
tomer be served the bever- 
age at a table, not at a bar 

The alcoholic beverage 
license holder would also be 
required to pay an additional 
$250 per year for the license 
in order to conduct Sunday 
sales 5 

Garrett County Commis-

Edwards And Hafer Sponsor Bills 
To Help County’s Financial Crisis 


Numerous bills sponsored 
or co-sponsored by District 
1-A Delegate George C. Ed- 
wards or by District 1 Sena- 
tor John J. Hafer have now 
been submitted to the 1992 
Maryland General Assembly, 
several of which are designed 
to lighten the economic 
burden Garrett County is 
experiencing as the result of 
state cutbacks 

One such bill (HB 785 
sponsored by Edwards. is an 
amendment to the Budget 
Reconciliation Act for Fiscal 
Year 1992, enacted during 
the legislative interim, that 
shifted the responsibility of 
retirement contributions for 
county boards of education, 
boards of library trustees, 
and boards of community 
college trustees from state to 
the local jurisdictions. In the 
case of Garrett County, that 
amount equals between 
$150,000 and $200,00¢

Be Eligible For 


Extended Benefits 

Maryland's unemployed 
workers may now be eligible 
for an additional 13 weeks of 
emergency unemployment 


insurance benefits, accord 


ing to Thomas S. Wendel, 


executive director of the Of 
fice of Unemployment Insur 
ance (OUI), Maryland De 


partment of Economic and 


Employment Development 
(DEED) 

The extension of benefits 
funded by the federal govern 
ment, combined with the pre 
vious extension made avail 
able in November 1991, al 
lows for up to 26 weeks of 
emergency benefits for 
Maryland’s unemployed 
workers. Claimants may be 
eligible toreceive a total of 52 
weeks of unemployment in 
surance benefits while at 
tempting tofindemployment 

People currently receiv 
ing extended benefits are 
NOT required to report to 
their local offices for the lat 
est extension of benefits. The 
added benefits will automat: 
cally be made available as 
long as the claimant contin 
ues to meet eligibility require 
ments. Instructions will be 
included with theirnext check 
or claim form on how to file 
for the additional benefits to 
which they may be entitled 

Those claimants who are 
now exhausting their regu 
lar, or first 26 weeks, of ben 
efits should report to their 
local offices to file extended 
benefit claims 

Wendel emphasized that 
all claimants, while receiv 
ngunemployment insurance 
benefits, are required to look 
for work, keep a record of 
work search contacts and 
accept any job offer which 
pays more than the weekly 
benefit amount and which 
exceeds the minimum wage 

We are grateful for the 
availability of these addi 
tional benefits for Maryland 
ers out of work,” Wendel said

Boat Designer 
Sandy Douglass 
Dies In N.M.

Gordon K. "Sandy" Doug- 
lass, boat designer/builder, 
racing champion, and civic 
leader, died Wednesday, 
February 12, 1992, of a 
stroke in Albuquerque, N.M 

Born into a sailing family 
in Newark, N.J., on October 
22, 1904, Sandy was the son 


of the late Irene M. and 
George P. Douglass.

Dr. Rex Archer, chief 
health officer of the Garrett 
County Health Department 
gave a report on the effects 
of tobacco use on nonsmok- 
ers as well as smokers 
According to Archer passive 
tobacco smoke poses a great- 
er health risk than all other 
air pollutants combined 

Of the roughly 350 deaths 
per year in Garrett County, 
50 are the result of tobacco 
use. Archer stated that more 
people were lost to tobacco 
use in this country last year 
than have died in all the 
wars in the history of the 
United States 

Statistically four out of 
ten nonsmokers reach the 
age of 85 and only one out of 
ten smokers will live to 85 
years of age. One of ten 
nonsmokers will die by age 
65 while three of ten smok- 
ers will die by age 65. 

Archer says 20,000 to 
40,000 deaths in the United 
States each year are the re- 
sult of heart disease devel- 
oped by passive smokers 
(nonsmokers who breathe in 
other people's smoke) 

According to Archer poor 
ventilation in most buildings 
allows for unacceptably high 
levels of cigarette smoke 
pollutants to continually 
recirculate through the air 
Smoke from designated 
smoking areas thus affects 
people in an entire building 

Dr. Jerome Ryscavage, 
superintendent of Garrett 
County Schools, noted that 
currently the schools have 
designated smoking areas in 
each building. He questioned 
the morale problem that 
could result from the Tobac- 
Free Schools Plan.

Statistically four out of 
ten nonsmokers reach the 
age of 85 and only one out of 
ten smokers will live to 85 
years of age. One of ten 
nonsmokers will die by age 
65 while three of ten smok- 
ers will die by age 65 
Archer says 20,000 to 
40,000 deaths in the United 
States each year are the re- 
sult of heart disease devel- 
oped by passive smokers 
(nonsmokers who breathe in 
other people’s smoke) 
According to Archer poor 
ventilation in most buildings 
allows for unacceptably high 
levels of cigarette smoke 
pollutants to continually 
recirculate through the air 
Smoke from designated 
smoking areas thus affects 
people in an entire building 
Dr. Jerome Ryscavage, 
superintendent of Garrett 
County Schools, noted that 
currently the schools have 
designated smoking areas in 
each building. He questioned 
the morale problem that 
could result from the Tobac- 
co Free Schools Plan. Dr 
Archer stated that he could 
not weigh the risk of death 
against what he predicted 
would a small morale 
problem.

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Planting Roses 
by Edith D. Browning 

Celebrated in pagan, Oriental and Christian religions 
adopted as the symbol of the Mother of Christ, loved more 
that any other flower since ancient times, roses existed 
before man. There are many species, ranging from the 
weedy types to the delicate and lovely tea roses. Some of 
those hardy to Garrett County are: Mr. Lincoln tearose, Sea 
Foam shrub rose, Blossom-time climber, Austrian Copper 
climber, New Blaze climber and The Fairy floribunda 
These tried and true roses seem relatively trouble-free and 
are good bloomers. Most are still available from rose nurs 
enes 

Roses prefer a sunny, protected location, though some 
will tolerate some afternoon shade. They grow best in rich 
slightly acid soil. Good drainage is necessary, with plenty of 
water, and food available. Bare-root roses should be planted 
only in the spring, after danger of frost is past, but container 
plantscan be set out any time during the summer. The hole 
must be large enough to accommodate the dirt ball easily 
usually two feet wide and one foot deep. Spread the planting 
mixture of peat moss, leaf moldor well-rotted manure mixed 
with soil one inch deep in the hole 

Before planting, bare root roses should be soaked over 
night in water; roots must not dry out. Cut back any dead 
or damaged canes, or stems, tolive wood. Cut out the old tap 
root, andtrim away any damaged roots, or roots too long for 
the hole. Mark the soil level by laying a stake across the 
prepared hole. In this “hard-struggle country” of Garrett 
County, it seems best to place the union, (where the plant is 
grafted to its root) one or two inches below the soil level. Add 
planting mixture over the roots and fill about two-thirds of 
the hole, making sure soil is well sifted among the plant 
roots. All roses require firm planting; to do this, tread the 
soil around the roots then water slowly to soak to eliminate 
any air pockets. Fill the hole and soak again. Mound soil 
over the newly planted canes until late spring when buds 
begin toswell. Atthat time, gently remove the mounded dirt 
and look forward to lovely blooms 

It is interesting to note thateven when properly planted 
how well your roses will do may depend on factors such as 
planting location, amount of sun, and exposure to winds and 
snow. Other factors in rose-growing including feeding 
pruning and mulching. The new and revised Reader's

WHO PAYS FOR OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS? 

Everyone who pays local, state, or federal taxes contrib- 
utes in some way to the support of our public schools. In 
Garrett County, the largest contributor toevery $1 spent on 
our public schools comes from the State of Maryland - they 
pay about $.53 of each dollar. The next largest contributor 
is the local government, which contributes about $.38 of 
each dollar. The federal government contributes about $.07, 
with the remainder coming from other sources. This break 
down is very different for the state as a whole, however, as 
most other counties in Maryland contribute at least $.56, 
the State contributes $.39, andthe federal government $.05 

The greatest share of state funding is sent tous as basic 
aid(currently about $9 million of atotal amountof $12.8in 
state funding). We can use this funding for any purpose from 
teacher salaries to fuel oil to computer paper. The remainder 
of the state funds is categorical in nature - that is, we can 
only spend them for specific purposes such as transporta- 
tion, special education, driver education, etc 

Unless the county commissioners allocate the funds for 
specific categorical purposes, the Board of Education can 
budget local funds as they best see fit tomeet the needs of the 
school system. This year the Garrett County Board of 
Education budgeted about $9.3 million in this fashion, 
however, the commissioners withdrew $527,000 of these 
funds in November due to state’s financial crisis. With 
drawal of these funds has caused significant impact upon 
the school system this year 

All federal funds, or approximately $1.7 million, have to 
be spent on specific programs. Programs such as Chapter I, 
Vocational Education, and Drug-Free Sch« ols are examples 
of such programs. Over the past four years we have seena 
significant decline in the proportion of these type funds 

At this time the outlook for funding our public schools is 
difficult to predict in that a major issue has to do with 
whether the State of Maryland is going to address the 
growing disparity in State funding between the richer 
school districts and the poorer ones like Garrett County

They bought 
the Zepp house on Penning- 
ton Street and remodeled 
the former Pontiac Garage 
on U.S. Route 219 to fit the 
requirements of the Gordon 
Douglass Boat Company 
Sandy, Mary, and their son,

Mound Sewage Disposal Sys- 
tem Course and Certification

phone When he graduated 
from high school in 1925 
Autry became a telegrapher 
with the Frisco Railroad at 5a 
pular, Okla. Autry returned 
music after being encouraged 
to do so by Will Rogers during 
a chance meeting In 1929, he 
went to New York City, where 
he began his recording caree! 
with Victor and Columbia re 
cords. In 1930, Autry dubbed

On Saturday, Feb. 29, ABC's

mile race, and over the next 
two weeks, the award-winning 
sports anthology show will in- 
clude updates on the race's 
progress 

The Iditarod is run along an 
old overland mail route be 
tween Anchorage, at the base 
of southern Alaska’s Kenai 
Peninsula, and Nome, about 
125 miles south of the Arctic 
Circle on the south shore of the 
Seward Peninsula in western 
Alaska. Temperatures on the 
trail can fluctuate from 50 de 
grees in the daytime to 50 be 
low zero at night

In the past, the Iditarod has 
taken between 11 and 21 days 
to complete. Last year, Rick 
Swenson, who has won the race 
a record five times, broke an 
eight-year drought when he 
took 12 days, 16 hours, 34 min 
utes and 39 seconds to cover 
the distance. Susan Butcher, a 
four-time winner who finished 
third last year, set the course 
record in 1990: 11 days, 1 hour 
53 minutes and 23 seconds 

Both mushers plan to be 
back on the trail this year, and 
they'll be joined by 83 others 
16 of them women

Aspecialized training pro- 
gram designed to meet the 
need for productive, skilled 
employees in the construc 
tion trades will soon be un 
derway at Garrett Commu- 
nity College 

According to a GCC 
spokesman, the training is 
designed to prepare students 
with the capabilities theyll 
need to assume positions as 
carpenter helpers, electrician 
helpers, orcarpenters. They 
will also be equipped to func- 
tion effectively in retail sales 
associated with building ma- 
terials as well as in service, 
remodeling and maintenance 
positions 

This 14-week class, 
schedules to start in March, 
is offered in cooperation with 
the Western Maryland Con- 
sortium 

Tuition for the class is 
funded by the Job Training 
Partnership Act, so it is free 
to those who qualify economi- 
cally. Financial help is also 
available to meet related ex- 
penses. 

Students who range in 
age from 18 to 59 will begin 
their studies by learning 
trade terms, blueprint read- 
ing, and retail selling funda- 
mentals. They will then 
progress to “hands-on” learn- 
ing activities in frame car- 
pentry. This includes learn- 
ing how to frame walls, ceil- 
ings and roofs, as well ashow 
to build steps and dorepairs 
Their final learning will in- 
volve specializing in eight- 
week sessions in either ma- 
sonry, plumbing, electrical

Upon completion of the 
course, each student will 
have achieved specific com- 
petencies in frame carpentry 
as well as in his individual 
specialty area.

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Local Entrepreneurs Raise Ostriches Here In "Outback Maryland" 


THE WORLD'S LARGEST BIRDS COME TO GARRETT COUNTY -- The dictionary defines an 
entrepreneur as aperson who operates and assumes the risk for abusiness venture Entrepreneurs, 
then, seems to be the ideal termto use when describing the local family raising these Australian, 
African and South American birds here on the mountain top. Pictured above, left to right, are members 
of the flock. The two birds standing deep in discussion in the far left photo, and the bird strutting along 
in the middle photois an Ostrich. This flightless species is native to Africa, and is characterized by 
along, bare neck and powertul legs with two-toed feet. Our entrepreneur says his Ostriches stand 
over six-feet tall, but the species has the potential of reaching eight feet and weighing 300 to 400 
pounds. These birds may not fly, but they can jump high fences and run 40 miles per hour. The 
Ostriches, he says, are like any other bird raised domestically, justa little on the wild side, and when 
the birds are protecting their nest, it's wise to avoid their powerful legs which they've been known 
to use as a weapon - kicking out in front to ward off danger. The Emu, above right, area little smalier, 
but still have the potential to reach six feet and 100to 125 pounds. These flightless birds canreach 
speeds of 30 miles per hour, and are native of the Australian grasslands A little tamer than the 
Ostriches, the Emu have a better disposition, according to the local owner, and are very inquisitive 
The Rhea, below lett, are the smallest of the birds, and are native to South America. They are also 
flightless and resembie the Ostrich, although they have three toes instead of two Pictured below, 
right, for size comparison are an Ostrich chick, approximately two weeks old, and aBantam chicken 
(lower left corner of photo). The eggs weigh between one and one-and-a-half-pounds. The Ostrich 
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and Rhea eggs are white to tanin color, but the Emu eggs are dark green. The birds lay every third 
day, nesting inside in the straw. In the wild, these birds would lay 12to 18 eggsin acommunity nest. 
They would then be hatched by one of the males. Here in Garrett County, though, the eggs are 
gathered to keep them from freezing, and incubated. It takes approximately 38 days for Rhea eggs 
to hatch, 45 days for Ostrich eggs and 52 days for Emu eggs. Our entrepreneur Says the birds have 
adapted wellto Garrett County and seem to like the snow. "They don't seemto mind the coldand snow 
abit,” he said, and added that he's seen the birds with aninch of snow on their backs which proves 
tohim thatthey have good insulation under their feathers. Most of the birds raisedin the United States 
canbe foundin Texas and California, but quite anumber are now being raisedin Lancaster, Pa., and 
Garrett County can now boast over 70 birds, too. The extended family of entrepreneurs has amixed 
flock consisting of 11 Ostriches, 38 Emu, and 22 Rhea. And the flock is growing all the time. Why raise 
Ostriches? We're told there is a market for almost every part ot the bird. The meatislowin fat, low 
in cholesterol, highin protein and tastes like beef. Oil from the birds is used to make cosmetics, and 
of course, there is a market for the plumage and the skin. The birds eat a rabbit pellet feed, ora 
commercia! Ostrich feed available from a Lancaster, Pa., feed mill. The goa! of the loca! entrepreneurs 
is toraise a breeding flock large enough to begin harvesting sometime in the future. So, if you're lucky 
enough to see these birds as you are driving around the county, remember, it's not"Outback Australia” 
you're in, it's "Outback Maryland,” Garrett County

Born in Kansas, and of 
Persian descent, Sobhani 
moved to Maryland in 1978 
with his family. He complet- 
ed his education at George- 
town University, and holds a 
bachelor’s degree in foreign 
service, a master’s degree in 
economics and a Ph.D. in 
international relations. 

His experience includes 
lecturing at Georgetown 
University in the Depart- 
ment of Govern- 
ment/National Security Stud- 
ies Program and the Liberal 
Studies Program; working as 
an aide to Congresswoman 
Connie Morella; working as 
a senior consultant to a 
number of multinational 
energy and environmental 
companies, and as an invest- 
ment officer at a leading 
banking institution where he 
managed a multi-million 
dollar portfolio. He is also 
recognized as an expert on 
U.S. foreign policy affairs, 
and has been a frequent 
guest analyst for CNN, NBC 
News, Associated Press, Fox 
TV, and others 

Sobhani is also active in 
his community, having been 
a Sunday School instructor 
at Holy Cross Church, a

munity. He explained that 
many of Maryland 8 goods 
and services are not being 
properly marketed in the 
international trade world 
Fluent in five languages, 
Sobhani said he has the 
"tools" and the “vision” to 
help turn Maryland's econo- 
my around. "The opportuni- 
ties for Maryland are avail- 
able; the leadership is just 
not taking advantage of 
them,” he said. 

"Mikulski has no vision,” 
he said, explaining that "in 
her own backyard" 650,000 
employees were laid off. 

He noted that a one per- 
cent increase in Maryland's 
import business would create 
7,000 to 10,000 jobs. He also 
stated that if only one ship 
were built in Baltimore's 
port, between $50 million 
and $70 million would be 
generated. "We need to cre- 
ate jobs -- not raise taxes,” 
he said 

Regarding the nation’s 
economy, Sobhani stated 
that he is opposed to the 
capital gains tax. Japan and 
Germany have shown them- 
selves to be economically 
strong, he said, because 
capital gains are reinvested 
in business in those coun- 
tries. If elected to the US 
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Senate, he would also call for 
» balanced federal budget 
and line item veto authority 
for the president 

Sobhani 
would work to create a ma 
ternity tax credit. "We need 
to bring the American family 
back together,” he said. He 
would also seek to return 
many of the medical deduc- 
tions that have been elimi- 
nated over the years, as well 
as allowing a deduction for 
the purchase of an Ameri- 
can-made vehicle. 

On the issue of health 
care, he has stated, "If the 
United States can guarantee 
every criminal a lawyer, then 
we must guarantee every 
sick child, woman and man 
adequate health care.” He 
supports President Bush’s 
proposal to increase funding 
for preventive health care for 
such things as breast and 
cervical cancer screenings for 
women, efforts to reduce the 
infant mortality rate, and 
drug abuse prevention pro- 
grams. But Sobhani stated 
he is not necessarily calling 
for a particular national 
health care plan. "I don’t 
have all the answers. I would 
listen and then submit a 
bill,” he said 

He does, however, criti- 
cize President Bush for what 
he calls "band-aid cures" for 
some health care issues. 

He noted that people 
should he able to deduct

insurance 
their 


premiums from 
taxes, and that the 
insurance industry should 
convert to a free market 
system 

Sobhani's stance on abor 
tion is that the decision 
should remain the right of 
the woman, and not be 
placed in the hands of gov- 
ernment. He stressed, how- 
ever, that the stance is one 
which places a high value on 
life and on the family unit 

He favors the death pen- 
alty for drug king pins and 
murderers, and favors cer- 
tain forms of gun control. "If 
America could liberate Ku- 
wait from Saddam Hussein, 
then we must liberate Mary- 
land from the drug lords and 
punks who go around shoot- 
ing innocent bystanders -- 
just for fun." 

He added, "I am not 
afraid of the NRA -- I'll say 
it -- there are simply too 
many guns out there and 
they must be put away.” 

Sobhani also stands firm 
in his commitment to educa- 
tion, noting that budgets 
have been cut too severely 
for Marylanders to enjoy the 
quality education they de- 
serve 

In his campaign speech, 
Sobhani stated, "From my 
father, I learned the value of 
education -- that education is 
an investment of a lifetime 


I also learned from him the 
- that 


the best safety net is not the 
welfare line but one’s family 
He impressed upon me the 
importance of public service 

that there is no higher 
good than to serve one’s 
country.” 

He continued, "From my 
mother, I learned the impor- 
tance of faith in God. That it 
matters not whether you 
pray in a synagogue, 4 
mosque, or in a church, but 
to have faith in God. She 
taught me the importance of 
honesty, both to oneself and 
to others.” 

Recently, Sobhani placed 
second to Alan Keyes, the 
favored Republican candidate 
(according to reports), in 
straw polls conducted by the 
Prince George’s County and 
Montgomery County Repub- 
lican clubs. 

"This is a confirmation 


that my campaign is reflec 
ff the voters of Mary- 
land. They don’t want career 
politicians like Alan Keyes 
and that’s why my message 
is getting across,” he said 

Termed a "political outsid- 
er,” Sobhani is making his 
first bid for office. He has 
stated that Keyes is “a right 
wing extremist -- he is 
against a woman's right to 
choose and against gun con- 
trol -- he is out of touch with 
the voters of Maryland,” said 
Sobhani 

Sobhani stated in his 
campaign announcement 
speech, "I take great pride 
that I am not a career politi- 
cian -- and I will win because 
in 1992 Maryland will say no 
to business as usual. They 
will say no to career politi- 
cians like Barbara Mikulski.”

Second Recycling 
Site Created For 
Oil, Anti-Freeze 


The Garrett County 
Commissioners and the 
Town of Accident announced 
last week the establishment 
of a second used oil and anti- 
freeze recycling facility, 
located at the Accident town 
parking lot. This site is in 
addition to the one located 
at the Round Glade Landfill 
on the Oakland-Sang Run 
Road 

The sites have been 
developed through a pro- 
gram adopted by the county 
and sponsored by the 
Maryland Environmental 
Service, and have been 
established to assist the 
private individual who has 
no legal, economical, or 
environmentally safe way to 
dispose of used oil and anti- 
freeze, according to Lee 
Thorne, Garrett County 
recycling coordinator 

Thorne that two 
separate containers for the 
liquids now exist at both 
sites in an effort to alleviate 
the problem of contaminat- 
ing the oil with the anti- 
freeze and vice versa 
Originally, only one barrel 
for oil had been placed at the 
Round Glade site, and 
recyclers would occasionally 
dump oil that had been 
mixed with anti-freeze 

"We have to be dependent 
on people to keep things 
separated,” said Thorne 

Other possible sites are 
being investigated as future 
locations for additional 
recycling centers, he added 

Thorne also provided an 
update on the newspaper 
recycling effort, stating that 
while no permanent solution 
has been adopted, individual 
farmers are utilizing the 
papers.

DRIVING FOR EDUCATION is the name of the program currently being sponsored by Team 
One Chevrolet/Geo Dealers to help local schools earn Apple 
equipment, and Compton's Encyclopedia sets.

— A New Choice For Patients - 


The following article was prepared by staff persons 
at Garrett County Memorial Hospital and is the first 
in a series of articles which will outline the changes 
for the local hospital to keep the public informed -- to 
make informed choices. 

If you should have to go to the hospital one of these days, 
don’t be alarmed if you're asked a question you might not be 
prepared for: Do you have an advance directive? 

In case you're one of the estimated 85 percent of 
Americans who do not, you'll be given information about 
how you can have one. 

Advance directives are documents that indicate your 
choices for future health care if you become incapacitated 
and unable to communicate. There are two kinds: living 
wills, which describe your preferences for life-sustaining 
treatment, and durable powers of attorney for health care, 
which designate someone else to make health care decisions 
for you if you cannot 

Their purpose is to give people more control over their 
medical care. For example, advance directives can keep 
medical technology from being used on dying patients who 

would not have wanted it, but cannot communicate their 
wishes. A clear statement made in advance can speak for the 
patient, ensuring that physicians and family members have 
no doubt about how much life-prolonging technology he or 
she would have wanted 

Hospitals are now required by law to ask patients if they 
have an advance directive and to give them an opportunity 
to execute one if they wish. At Garrett Memorial, we give 
patients an explanation of state law, a question-and-answer 
brochure on advance directives, and sample advance directive 
forms. Most patients, we find, are relieved to know they can 
make these choices for themselves in advance, rather than 
leaving the burden to their loved ones 

But at Garrett Memorial we can understand why some 
people might not want to think about such a subject when 
they already may be apprehensive, or conversely, only 
entering the hospital for a minor procedure. We think it’s 
better to introduce people to advance directives before they 
go into the hospital -- at home, in their communities, or in 
their doctors’ offices. We think people need time to think 
and talk about the kind of care they might want or who 
should decide for them if the time comes when they cannot 
decide for themselves 

That's why at Garrett County Memorial Hospital we go 
further than the law requires. We bring up the subject when 
patients are admitted, but we also provide speakers on 
advance directives for community groups and distribute 
literature at our VIVA volunteer desk in the hospital lobby 
We encourage our patients and community to talk over the 
options for life-prolonging medical technology with their 
families and physicians before executing an advance 
directive. We also advise them to be sure to give a copy to 
their doctor and family members or close friends, and if they 
travel, to carry a copy with them, if possible 


Advance directives don’t have to be frightening. Even 
though you may not want to think about the subject when 
you're about to be hospitalized, it is part of our hospital's 
mission of advocacy for our patients, We want to honor your 
wishes for medical care even when you cannot tell us what 
they are. The best way you can be sure we do that is by 
giving us your directions for that care, in writing, in 
advance

QUALITY OF CARE - 
CHOOSING A THERAPIST 


HEALT

There are as many types of mental health therapists as 
there are doctors, Each of us has experienced care from 
doctors who we respected as well as from those that we 
decided not to see again. When you are in the very vulner 
able position of needing to begin therapy, making achoice of 
whotosee can be confusing. What traits should you look for 
inacompetent therapist? 

Ifyou are financially secure or have insurance that will 
cover the cost of therapy, (which can range anywhere from 
10 dollars to 120 dollars an hour), you will have the luxury 

of having total control of your choice. In this case, you will 
want to look first for credentials. Advanced graduate de 
grees alone may not guarantee competence. You will want 
to know if the therapist has received state or national 
certifications and if he or she is a member of local, state or 
national professional organizations. Maryland currently 
issues Professional Counselor Certification to those who 
quality 

You may also want to ask about the amount of supervi 
sion and peer consultation a counselor receives. Unless you 
are seeing a Maryland licensed psychologist, your therapist 
should be receiving some type of ongoing supervision 
Ethical standards require this although the actual laws 
governing private practice may not 

A valuable resource is a referral or reference from a 
friend or acquaintance who may have first hand information 
that goes beyond the therapists’s reputation within the 
community. People who have actually been in treatment can 
help you know what to expect and give you an idea of 
whether or not you and the therapist would make a good 
“match.” Even avery competent therapist may not be able 
to develop a therapeutic relationship with everyone 

If finances are a concern for you and you do not have 
insurance that will cover the cost of therapy, public mental 
health centers provide sliding fee scales to make services 
accessible. Some agencies, for example, the Garrett County 
Mental Health Clinic, conduct an intake interview andthen 
assign your case toa therapist. In these instances, you will 
not know who your therapist is until you receive a letter to 
schedule an appointment. You will still want to be assured 

of the credentials, certifications, and the professional repu 
tation of your assigned therapist and of the type and amount 
of supervision he or she receives 

After you have received andevaluated this information 
you will want to decide how you “fit” with your therapist 
This will depend primarily 


on the therapist's ability to 


develop a relationship with you that is based on mutual 
respect and trust. Sometimes people can get an immediate 
feel for whether or not this is going to happen, but often two 
to four sessions are needed to allow arelationship to develoy 

The therapist also shows respect for the client by w 


out appointments that will reasonably fit into both of your 


rking 


schedules, keeping those appointments, and otherwise show 


ng concern and respect for your time 

Whenit es, how 
do you evaluate the quality of care? The therapist/client 
relationship isstill a vital component. The child should feel 
comfortable with the therapist and should n 
dragged to the sessions. A comfortable relationship may 
take somewhat longer to establish with some children, 


particularly adolescents, but should be established within 


s your child whoisreceiving the serv

One of the beauties of Mark 
is the stark simplicity with 
which he tells us the good news 
Matthew and Luke start with 
some genealogies and birth 
narratives and John a Pro 
logue. But Mark likes to get to 
the point quickly: "The begin 
ning of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God." Mark 
is by far the shortest of the four 
and the most concise. We might 
well call! it the "no-frills gos 
pel not everything we need 
to know. It is interesting, then, 
that the essence of this con 
densed gospel is summed-up 
in two verses of Mark 1. In the 
footnotes of my Oxford An- 
notated Bible the editor says 
of 14 and 15: “The whole of 
Mark is an expansion of this 
verse" -- Now after John was 
arrested, Jesus came into 
Galilee, preaching the gos- 
pel of God, and saying, “The 
time is fulfilled, and the 
kingdom of God is at hand; 
repent, and believe in the 
gospel." 

FXCESS RAGGAGE

Area Taxpayers 
Filing Retums 
At Record Pace 


Taxpayers in Maryland 
andthe District of Columbia 
are filing their 1991 federal 
tax returns earlier this year 
based on figures announced 
by H.J. Hightower, director 
of the Baltimore District Of- 
fice of the Internal Revenue 
Service. 

“Asof February 18, we've 
received a total of 680,624 
tax returns from Maryland 
and D.C. filers. This repre- 
sents a 9% increase over re- 
ceipts at this same time last 
year.” Hightower said. 

On a nationwide basis, 
receipts are up 7.6% and pro- 
cessing is up 19.6% over last 
year's levels. 

“Electronically filed re- 
turns in the Maryland/D.C 
area are up 90% over last 
year. We've received 136,212 
electronically filedreturns as 
of February 18. This com- 
pares to 71,679 filed at this 
same time last year,” 
Hightower said. Nationally, 
electronic returns are up 60% 
with 4,205,000 received so 
far this year compared to 
2,626,000 received last year 
at this point in the filing 
season. 

Hightower went on to 
state that, “as of February 
18, we've mailed out 54,590 
refund checks to taxpayers 
in Maryland and D.C. worth 
a total of $65.9 million so far 
The average federal refund 
check is running at $1,208 
That’sup 34%over last year's 
average refund amount of 
$900.” 

“I would attribute this 
trend in filing early to the 
increase in the average fed- 
eral refund amount, the speed 
associated with Electronic 
Filing (refunds back in three 
weeks), and the current eco- 
nomic climate wherein people 
are eager to file sooner to get 
their refund check sooner,” 
Hightower said

This re 
lationship would be manda 
tory for extra-label use. The 
producer would agree to fol 
low the veterinarian’s in 
structions. The veterinarian 
must examine the animal to 
be treated, and would be 
available for follow-up 

Point three requires that 
the producer use only FDA 
approved over-the-counter or 
prescription drugs with the 
veterinarian’s guidance. Dr 
Carmel explained that over 
the-counter drugs can be 
bought by anyone; prescrip- 
tion drugs can be dispensed 
by the veterinarian only. He 
aiso said that some drugs are 
prohibited from use by any- 
one 

Point four states that the 
producer make sure al] drugs 
used have labels thatcomply 
with state and/or federal la- 
beling requirements. Carmel 
advised the farmers to know 
the labeling requirements for 
over-the-counter, prescrip- 
tion andextra label use drugs 

Point five says to store all 
drugs correctly. Drugs for 
lactating cows should be

There are two ways the 
Endangered Species Act af- 
fects farmers and ranchers 
Through its Section 7, it 
requires that any time an 
action involves the partici 
pation of a federal agency, 
that agency must consult 
with the U.S. Fish and Wild 
life Service to determine if 
the project will adversely 
affect an endangered spe- 
cies or its habitat. If it does, 
the project either must be 
modified or canceled 

“Federal involvement” is 
defined in broad terms. It 
can be any action in which 
the federal government par- 
ticipates financially, any 
action in which a federal 
permit is involved or any 
action involving federal 
technical assistance. It cov- 
ers, among other things, 
participation in farm pro 
grams, livestock grazing 
permits and section 404 per 
mits for dredging or filling 
wetlands or other water ar

The second way the act 
affects farmers and ranch 
ers is through Section 9, 
which prohibits the “tak 
ing” of any listed species or 
its habitat.

1. No. The main problem with our health care system 
is that the dollars are not spent wisely. The problem is in 
the delivery system. Insurance premiums should be 
made more affordable and should cover preventive care, 
because the benefits of early detection far outweigh the 
costs. For example, the emotional and financial costs of 
breast cancer may be prevented if insurance companies 
covered routine mammograms 

2. First, as a nation we must learn to live within our 
means by controlling Congressional spending through a 
balanced budget amendment and giving the President a 
line-item veto. Second, I will bring new jobs to the ports, 
cities, and neighborhoods of Maryland by leading business 
delegations -- smal] and large -- to oil-rich states in the 
Persian Gulf and the new Soviet Union. Finally, investing

During the following twe 
year period, 12,000 more 
trees were planted, and the 
total number of trees on the 
farm is currently at 26,000 

Over the last several 
years, numerous acres have 
been selectively harvested for 
timber, fire wood, and 
Shiitake mushroom logs 

The 1992 planting by

Last month we discussed some of the most prevalent 
falsehoods so wrongly accepted as truth regarding mental 
illness. Negative stereotypes about mental patients tend to 
perpetuate themselves; therefore,education isthe only key 
to unlocking the facts surrounding this illness which affects 
one in four American families 

Myth No.6“A person with schizophrenia, manic depres 
sion, or other serious mental disorders must be really 
crazy.” 

Fact - Those with schizophrenia or manic depression 
(bipolar disorder), when they are actively ill, may have 
confused thoughts, suffer from delusions (false beliefs) or 
hallucinations. Appropriate medication often controls or 
eliminates these symptoms and any other accompanying 
unpredictability. With appropriate treatment, people with 
other serious mental disorders also tend to be calm and 
reliable 

Myth No. 7 “ 
mentally ill.” 

Fact - Most recovered mental patients are rational and 
intelligent, and it is certainly possible to talk with them 
Even individuals who are actively mentally ill are likely to be

rational in many ways 


Myth No. 8“Ifa former mental patient has a really bad 
history there isn’t much hope.” 

Fact 
his or her chances for recovery. Some may be ill for many 
years before they finally receive effective treatment or their 
condition improves for other reasons 

Myth No. 9“A former mental patient is bound to make 
asecond-rate employee 


That person's history is important in predicting 


Fact - Many recovered mental patients make excellent 
employees. Former patients often outperform otheremploy 
ees in such areas as attendance, punctuality motivation and 
quality of work. However

individuals should work in flexible situations that 
accommodate such interruptions

The most often 
strikes people who are in 
their 20s or 30s, young 
adults with families and jobs 
who are just getting their 
lives started. Women de- 
velop it more frequently 
than men, whites more fre- 
quently than blacks or Ori 
entals. The reasons are not 
yet understood 
The disease is also most 
frequently found among 
people in the colderclimates, 
both north and south of the 
Equator. Scientists don’t 
understand why this is so, 
but studies strongly suggest 
that where you were born 
and lived during your first 
15 years are more impor- 
tant than later residencies 
Studies also indicate cer- 
tain genetic factors within 
individuals may make them 
more receptive to the dis- 
ease, but there is no evi- 
dence that multiple sclero- 
sis is directly inherited 
Multiple sclerosis is not 
always easy to detect or di- 


disease 


agnose because early symp- 
toms can be so spotty, be- 
cause other diseases of the 
central nervous system 
have some of the same warn- 
ing signs, and because we 
do not yet have a definitive 
neurological or laboratory 
test that can confirm orrule 
out MS. However, recent 
advances in the technology 
of imaging the brain are 
helping toclarify diagnosis 

The cause of MS is 
known. What causes the 
cause is not known. Our 
bodies contain a fatty sub- 
stance called myelin which 
surrounds and protects 
nerve fibers of the brain and 
spinal cord (the central ner- 
vous system) in the same 
way that insulation protects 
electrical wires. When any 
part of this myelin sheath 
ing, or insulation, 
stroyed, nerve impulses to 
the brain are interrupted 
and distorted -- like a short 
circuit in the electrical 
wires 

The result is multiple 
sclerosis -- multiple because 
many scattered areas of the 
brain and spinal cord are

affected; sclerosis because 
sclerosed or hardened 
patches of scar tissue form 
over the damaged myelin 

The symptoms of mul- 
tiple sclerosis vary greatly 
depending upon where the 
sclerosed patches are 
formed in the central ner 
vous system. They may in 
clude tingling sensations, 
numbness, slurred speech, 
blurred or double vision, 
muscle weakness, poor co 
ordination, unusual fatigue, 
muscle cramps, spasms, 
problems with bladder, bow- 
els and paralysis. These 
symptoms may occur in any 
combination and can vary 
from very mild to very se- 
vere. Every person with MS 
has different combinations 
and degrees of symptoms 
This, in itself, makes re- 
search difficult 

The typical pattern of 
multiple sclerosis is marked 
by periods of active disease 
called exacerbations and 
symptom-free periods called 
remissions. There is also a 
chronic, progressive form of 
MS. Because multiple scle 
rosis affects people so dif 
ferently, it is difficult to 
make generalizations about 
the extent of disability. Sta 
tistics, however, have 
shown that two out of three 
people with multiple sclero 
sis remain ambulatory over 
their lifetimes. Multiple 
sclerosis is not contagious 
and it is rarely fatal 

Remaining ambulatory, 
however, means just that -- 
the ability to move around 
Being ambulatory with 
multiple sclerosis, though,

started coming home wit 
bruises on his body. He was 
very reluctant about getting 
on the bus. The reason for 
his behavior was under 

standable. Because Mr 

Sines is such an authority 
on the handicapped, Jarrod 
was forced to wear a 
restraining device in which 
he was fastened in and could 
not get out of by himself 

As far as the bruises, 
Jarrod was being pinched 
(by someone on the bus) 
because he was sleeping on 
the bus. He also came home 
with a busted lip because he 
was being forced to wear a 
mouth guard like the ones 
worn by football players. All 
of this was going on without 
his mothers knowledge or 
permission 

As soon as Helen found 
out what was happening she 
went through the proper 
channels to fight for the 
rights of her son, and on one 
occasion was told by Mr 
Sines that she was an unfit 
mother and that Jarrod 
would never amount to 
anything 

Well, let me tell you about 
this unfit mother. She has 
for many years run her 
family’s small business, 
raised her son, and also she 
cared for her father until 
September of 1990 when he 
passed away. He had been 

aralyzed for many years 
ause of a stroke. It wasn't 
until Helen hired a lawyer 
that she finally got the 
problem with Mr 
resolved. And for some 
reason he didn't even have 
thecommon decency to show 
up at Helen’s hearing that 
day. 

Thisis not the only horror 
story I have heard; there 
are many, and yes, a lot of 
parents and families all over 
Garrett County are angry 
and hurt because of this 
man. We need someone who 
really cares about our kids 
and is willing to work with 
the parents. Unfortunately 
even though the problem 
has been resolved, there is 
nothing that can ever eras« 
the hurtful words that wer: 
said to Helen that day, and 
she will remember them for 
the rest of her life. God only 
knows what this experience 
had done to Jarrod. What 
happened to Helen and 
Jarrod should never have 
been allowed to happen, nor 
should it ever be allowed t 
happen to anyone ever

Mark 2:23 through 3:6 
Devotional Reading: 

Psalms 18:20-30 

There aren't many places in 
the gospels where Jesus is 
angry, but Mark tells us clearly 
of one such instance: “And he 
looked around at them with 
anger, grieved at their hard 
ness of heart" (3:5). To me, the 
amazing thing is not that Jesus 
got angry on this occasion, bul 
that there were so many ot! 
ers when he did not get angry 
So we need to pay attention lo 
what it is that makes him an 
gry 

In Mark 3, it is the attitude 
of the Pharisees toward the 
commandments. Previously 
they were deeply critical of him 
because he permitted his dis 
ciples to pluck and eat grain as 
they ‘walked through grain 
fields on the sabbath. That was 
work and work on the sabbath 
was a profanation of it. Later 
in the synagogue, a 
criticism Was levelled agains 
Jesus because he healed a mar 
with a withered hand on the 
sabbath. The attitude of the 
Pharisees was simple and clear 
up to a point: healing was work 
and therefore a violation of the 
sabbath 

SANCTITY OF LAW 

Now, before you go jumping 
all over the Pharisees, let's 
acknowledge that there is a 
vertain logic in their positior 
God wants the sabbath day 
kept holy and Jesus had the 
other six days of the week in 
which to perform his healing

Some good news found in 
the fire death data was that 
nly five children died in fire 
neidents in Maryland last 
year, asthe result of playing 
with matches or cigarette 
lighters. This is a sharp re 
duction from the 10 such fire 
death 
curred in 1990 

The majority of fire deaths 
occurred in homes and apart 
ments during 1991. Of the 98 
fire deaths, 81 occurred in

The living room was the 
leading area of origin for fire 
deaths, with 31 fire fatalities

The high risk victims of 
fires, continued to be the very 
young andthe elderly in 1991

CANARY CAGE PRESENTED TO HISTORY GROUP - An 
authentic miner's canary cage was recently presented to “Coal 
Talk,” a history group collecting the oral history of local! coal 
mines, by Shirley Panther, Oakland. “This is the kind of cage my 
father and other miners would carry into the mines,” said Panther 
whose father, Roy Beals, worked in the coal mines in Somerset 
County, Pa. “If the canary died or got sick, it meant there was gas 
in the mine, and the miners had to leave,” she said. The cage is 
estimated to be between 80 and 100 years old, and will be 
displayed in the Garrett County Historical Society's museum 
Oakland, along with other coal mining artifacts. The “Coal Talk" 
group was organized and conducted its first workshp this 
summer at Garrett Community College. Dr. Gail Herman is the 
director of the group, and Rev. John Grant serves as assistant 
In addition to conducting oral history interviews, the 


director
